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A SHAMEFUL EXHIBITION. 





> Anything more disgraceful and disgust- 
‘ing than the conduct of certain of the 
“Yankee newspapers—notably the New 


York Journal and New York World —in 
connection with the sinking of the United 
States battleship ‘‘ Maine” in the harbor 
of Havana, it would be impossible to 
imagine. Day after day these exponents 
of ‘the new journalism” have shrieked 
in their loudest type that the explosion 
which sent the vessel to the bottom, with 
over two hundred of her crew, was the 
result of ‘‘Spanish treachery,” and have 
clamored for war with that country.

So, too, there have been published daily 
inthe press in all parts of the world 
“faked” reports, by the journalistic 
romancers, of the same nature as is above 
indicated, when the fact was that the 
United States Government absolutely pro- 
hibited the giving of information of any 
kind to any person other than the official 
committee of inquiry, and took eflicient 
means to prevent their doing so. It is 
owing to such foul scum as the ‘‘new 
journalists” in question that discredit is

And what is all this frenzied falsehood 
about? The needed information is sup- 
plied by a New York newspaper of high 
repute, namely the New York Commercial 
Advertiser.

“sponsible for hostile acts done without its 
40 even by its own soldiers acting as 
individuals, unless it can be shown that due 
/vigilance and diligence to afford foreigners 
the'same protection as its own subjects 
were neglected, This is a question of fact, 
which we must prove against Spain before 
or the de- 
»struction of the Maine. 

_, Bat out of this worst conceivable event of 
investigation, only national recklessness 
/amounting to insanity could make cause of 
war, Spain would instantly disavow re- 
sponsibility for the malicious act, would 
exhaust all means to detect and punish the 
Perpetrator and would recognize her respon- 
sibility to make the usual apology and resti- 
tation. We could not refuse to os content 
with this. Nothing would remain but to 
,4gree upon the form of disavowal and the 
manner and amount ofindemnity, This is 
matter for negotiation, not war. It would 
be settled by the State Department, as the 
‘more serious affair of the Virginius was set- 


.tled. There would be tedious corres ond- 
ence and ultimate adjustment, probably 
vafter the natural course of events bad put

would meet them in conference, This is 
still our policy, but they must firstrestore 
their rates,’’ 

As had been expected, the Grand Trunk 
has met the C.P.R.'s out in Ontario and 
Quebee, while the latter company have 
made still further concessions to the 
traveling public. 


Hfot Theme In London, 


Montreal, March 1.— A Star speoial 
cable from London says: ‘The railway 
rate war is a burning thome in the city, 
Yosterday’s discussion turned largely 
upon a Times Oitwuva telegram, which 
alloges that th» Grand Trunk admits 
having worked in conjunction with 
American lines to divert to the Western 
Statos British and Wuropoan  settlors in- 
tended for the Canadian Northwest.

Western Roads in It. 


Chicago, March 1.—Gencral passenger 
agonts of the Western roads at their meet- 
ing yesterday were engaged in equalizing 
rates from the various competitive points 
in the intermediate territory between 
Chicago and the Missouri River to the 
North Pacific const in such a way that 
nono of them would have an‘adyantage 
oyer the others in mnceting Canadian Pa- 
cific competition, The western lines will 
put in cut rates to Puget Sound points 
to-day. From Chicago to Seattle tho first-. 
class fare will be $56.50 and second-class 
$51.50. Tho regular rates are $61.50 for 
first-class and $51.50 for second-class, 
The cut rates Will apply throughout the 
St. Paul and Missouri River gateways. 
By way of St. Paul tickets will be sold 
at the full rate, but by the Missouri 
River the rebate plan will be adopted. 





Wabash Goes to Buffalo, 

New York, March 1.—The Times to- 
day prints the following: ‘‘Joseph Ram- 
sey, jr, Vice President and General 
Manager of tho Wabash Railroad, has 
issued an official statement in regard to 
the eastern terminus of the road, This 
will, from now on, be at Buffalo. Under 
&@ permanent lease from the Grand Trunk 
Railroad, the Wabash has the right to 
operate over the former from Windsor to 
Black Rock, and from Welland to Sus- 
ponsion Bridge. From these points the 
tracks of the Erie Railroad will be used 
inte Buffalo. 

“The Wabash has the right to handle 
through or local traffic and interchanges 
with Grand Trunk lines are to be made 
at Black Rock, Suspension Bridge and 
Buffalo, instead of at Detroit. Canada 
transit freight will be in bond. The line 
east of Detroit becomes the Buffalo diyi- 
sion.

The Mustor's Advice, 

After congratulating the croditora on 
tho solection of thelr reprosontatives the 
Master tonderod the committee some ad- 
vice as to thelr dutios, The outside public 
might regard thoir dealings with this 
matter through spectacles that were col- 
ored politically, but it was the committee's 
duty to look through the clear light of 
businoss spectacles. When they wore in 
doubt as to any question of law they 
should consult the liquidator and his 
solicitor, Procoeding, the Master oxplained 
tho present position of affairs. Tho crod 
itors were to have all their claims in by 
March 81. Shareholders wore liable to 
tho amount of their Unpaid shares, and 
in regard to the payment of dividends 
that hayo not been carned, it was for the 
liquidator to say who was liablo. Two 
parties were liable by law. Sharcholders 
might be ordered to refund, or directors, 
managers and auditors compelled to make 
up the sum. In the case of the Oxford 
Building Society the court held that the 
balance sheets put forward by directors 
without scrutiny were not logal, and they 
were ordered to make full compensation. 
In the Leeds Company case not only 
directors but auditors were compelled to 
make restitution. The Master added that 
he did not know how far the law was 
applicable to the present case. 

An Offer From Ottawa. 


Liquidator Langmuir announced that 
an offer of $90,000 for the farm mort- 
gages, the value of which was $107,000, 
had been received from Mr. J A. 
McLaren of Ottawa. Mr McLaren had 
refused to raise the offer to $95,000, Mr. 
BK. B. Osler stated that Mr, Henderson, 
his inspector, had yalued the same mort- 
gazes at $89,000, or less than Mr. 
McLaren's offer. The committee favored 
the acceptance of Mr, McLaren's offer, 
but the Master withheld hisconsent until 
he can make a personal enquiry. Hon. 
William Mulock’s offer of $150,000 for a 
complete discharze of all his liability was 
left in abeyance, as the committee had 
previously passed a resolution to the 
effect that no offer should be accepted to 
compromise the liability of any director 
until a full investigation had been mado. 

Unearned Dividends Paid. 

. Mr. Langmuir made a statement of the 
affairs of the company, showing that, as 
nearly as could be ascertained, the con- 
cern was sound until 1890 or 1891. The 
total dividends paid up that were not 
earned he estimated at $287,180. The 
yearly overcredit since 1891 was as fol- 
lows:

Ile Would Do This as the Only Method to 
Avert War With Spain. 


Baltimore, March 1,—Gen, Bradley T. 
Johnson, in speaking yesterday of prob- 
able-war with Spain, said: 

“There are laws of strategy by which 
military operations are conducted which 
are Jaws of nature, and one war which 
has happened goes far to demonstrate 
What will happen in another. 

“Tum opposed to war, and I oppose 
War with Spain, and, therefore, I am in 
fuyor of prompt action as the only way to 
avert it. The American people are heat- 
ing up every moment, and the moment 
the court of enquiry reports that the 
Maine was blown up by a mine in the 
harbor of Huyana, you will see such an 
explosion that as far exceeds that created 
by the firing on Sumter in 1861 as the 
Sumter exceeds any other in the history 
of nations. 

‘Before the war of 1861 there was 
some hesitation, some aversion, to shed- 
ding blood--not much, but some. In this 
case the whole country will go off ina 
blaze, and the South will be far ahead of 
the North. The old Confederates and 
their sons and grandsons are most intense 
Americans, and_ tho murder of their fel- 
low-countrymen on the Maine will send 
the torch oyer cvyery imountain and 
through every crossroads from Mason and 
Dixon’s line to the Gulf. 

“The dignity and self-control of the 
American people for the last ten days has 
been simply superb. It shows a people 
who have confidence in themselyes and 
confidence in their Goyernment. But 
ifere are plain signs that the tension is 
ocoming strained beyond endurance. 

Lyery village is panting to be let loose, 
and it will break loose if the court of 
onquiry reports that there was murder— 
base, cowardly, midnight murder, on the 
Maine.” 


COLD COMFORT FOR SPAIN. 





She Can Expect No Moral or Other Sup- 
port From England Against the U.S. 


London, March 1,—The Daily Nows, 
commenting editorially this morning on 
the relationg between the United” States 
and Spain, says: 

‘Spain can expect no support, moral or 
otherwise, from England against the 
United States. She has ruined Cuba as 
she has ruined or lost eyery other colony 
by the grossest corruption, cruelty and 
maladministration; and she must be left 
to settle the account for it with those 
Whom it may concern without any aid 
or sympathy on our part.’’ 

The Standard, in an editorial on the 
sume topic, highly praises President 
McKinley’s ‘‘statesmanlike moderation, 
and recognizes that it would be only hu- 
man nature that proof of the Maine’s 
baying been blown up from the outside 
should engender a dangerous war feeling 
in America.”’ 

Sir Edward James Reed, the eminent 
nayal expert, writes to the Times this 
morning expressing the opinion that the 
Maine could be refloated for a tithe of her 
cost. 


CROW’S NEST PROGRESS. 


Construction Engineer Says Everything Is 
Going Smoothly—Four Thousand 
Men Working at Present. 


Montreal, Que., March 1.—Mr. Hugh 
D. Lumsden, engineer in charge of con- 
struction of the Crow’s Nest Pass road, is 
in the city, and gaye some details regard- 
ing the progress of the work. Kyerything, 
he says, is going ahead smoothly, the 
only drawback being the lack of men. 
The engineer states that at present about 
4,000 men are at work all along the line 
from Lothbridge to the Kootenay Lake, 
sonto 290 miles, and that the company 
would like to engage 1,000 more. He 
states that all the rock work is being 
done this winter, £9 .hat the softer work 
may be attacked a little later on. So far 
105 miles of grading haye been completed, 
bringing it to the summit of the Rockies. 

“And the tracklaying?”’ 

“We had knocked off tracklaying, but 
I expect the work will be resumed to- 
day. So far 75 miles haye been laid, and 
from this out rapid prégress will be made 
in this, as well as on the other branches 
of construction.” 

Iié confirms the report that the oxten- 
sion round Kootenty Lake, which is 
mostly rock, will be built as soon as the 
suryey now being carried on is completed. 

The engineer says. that although there 
was a good deal of sickness last fall tho 
mon are now in good condition.

Maine Disaster Due to Lack of Discipline 
—Limit of Concession Reached, 


London, March 1,—The Carlist organ, 
Il Correo, of Madrid, in its issue of Feb. 
22, just received here by mail, says: 
‘“There is no doubt whatever that the 
loss of the Maine was due to lack of 
discipline,’’ and cites the case of a United 
States cruiser which was lately at Venice, 
describing her crew as being ‘‘rather } 
pirates than sailors of a civilized na- 
tion,’’ .Continuing, El Correo remarks: 
‘Drunkards, insubordinates, thioyes and 
fivhters, the sailors of the United States 
never set foot ashore without creating 
riots nightly. Several of them slept in 4) 
jail, or were taken on board under arrest, 
until the municipality was forced form- 
ally to complain to the commander and 
request him not to allow his men to 
land, as otherw! © '.oy could not he an- 
swerable for the consequences. Had these 
officials belonged to the Christina regime, 
the United States would have replied by 
demanding an indemnity, or an apology, 
or both, withthe certainty of obtaining 
it. But the protest not being Spanish, no 
attention was paid to it, the cruiser leay- 
ing Italy, This naval convict ship, whioh 
is neyer free from the fumes of alcohol, 
must be a twin sister of the Maine. It is 
a maryelous thing in such hands, that 
one of their ships does not blow up daily.’’ 

Limit of Concession Reached, 

The Inmnparcial, Feb. 25, temperately 
approves the “‘Growing sentiment that 
concession has reached its limits,’ and 
oxpresses the belief that ‘‘the best forces 
in Spain are convinced that the time has 
arrived to assert firmly, though with 
moderation dnd calmness, the honor of | 
tho fatherland.”’

In reading the stele found by the Amer!i- 
gan Schoo! of Classical Studies at Athens, 
whioh is a sacrificial calendar, a kind of 
current account of values,some important 
deductions can be arrived at as to the 
worth of animals in Greece some $40 years 
before Obrist. As to the pig, he was esti- 
mated rather by his weight and appear- 
anoe than by his age. A high price was 
allowed in accordano) with the condition 
of the animal. Somotimes 16 and 17 
drachmas are given, against 11 and 12 for 
various grades of sheep. Barloy is esti- 
mated at 4 aboli the peck, which, accord- 
ing to Mr, R. B. Richardson, would fina 
an equivalent in 120, We sell barley cheap- 
er than that to-day though we do not eat 
it, but malt it for beer. A pig for 3 
draohmas,or about 5(o ,is cheap, irrespect- 
ive of size, according to recent Chicago 
quotations, That distinguished German, 
Boeohk-Frankel, who has given particular 
attention to the subject of ancient values, 
states that the ratio of prices of sheep and 
oxen was 1 to 5. Thus a sheep in the best 
period of Athens was worth from 19 to 20 
drachmas, and an ox from 50 to 100. On 
the sacrificial calendar sheep are worth 12 
drachmas, and sometimes 11. The value 
of a cow or ox on tho stele is less than 100, 
therefore the Boeckh proportion is not 
exactly kept up.—N. Y. Times.

Small Stook Raisers Have Driven Out the 
Larger Ones—Big Ranges and Water 
Eoles Fenced In—How the Bonanza 
Cattle Outfits Made Enormous Profits. 


The great cattle ranges of western 
Nerth Dakota and Montana, where for 
yearly 20 years; the bonanza cattle out- 
fits haw held complete sway, and where 
cattle hgve roamed the.vast prairies at 

, will, like the buffalo a quarter of a cen- 

| lury ago, are passing out of existence. 

| The deathknell of the large cattle 

| companies has been sounded by the in- 
numerable settlers who have taken vr 
yacant government land in the great 

| grazing region, built ‘‘shanties’’ in th: 
vicinity of every natural spring aud 
water hole, fenced in thousands of acres 
of grazing land and driven the immense 
herds of the bonanza cattlemen from 
place to place, until there is no place 
left for them to go. All the years that 
the vast prairies of the west have re- 
mained uusettled have been worth mil- 
lions to the cattle princes. Hundreds of 
thousands of cattle haye been imported, 
placed upon the ranges at a cost not to 
exceed $16 a head for the 2-year-old 
steers, allowed to roam at will for two 
years, at an average animal cost not to 
exceed $3, and then sold in the markct 
at Chicago for an average price of $45 
to $58. The free ranges offered by the 
millions of acres of unsurveyed and un- 
occupied government land have been 
turned into millions of dollars in cold 
cash by the cattle kings, but the tide of 
immigration to the west has sealed 
their fate and they are ready to go. 

For 20 years nearly a vast region ly- 
ing aloug the western part of North Da- 
kota and the eastern strip of Montana 
measuring 100 miles in width and 150 
miles in length has been entirely given 
up to the interests of the cattle kings. 
Thousands of head of cattle bhaye been 
grazed year after year, countless train- 
loads of beeves have been shipped to 
market aud millions of dollars have 
gone into the pockets of the cattlemen. 
Pierre Wiebaux, the Montana stock- 
man, said to be the largest single owner 
of cattle in the United States, has num- 
bered his total possessions of cattle at 
50,000 head. The Berry-Boice Cattlo 
company bas owned und grazed each 
year not fewer than 80,000 head, and 
there are numerous companies that have 
essayed to keep on the ranges an annual 
total of from 10,000 to 85,000 head. 
The yastness of the business of these 
cattle companies may be estimated from 
tho fact that the annual shipments for 
the past few years havo been from 8,000 
to 6,000 head for each of the large com- 
panies. The annual profits of the larger 
companies, after deducting the original 
cost of the cattle and the cost of their 
naintenance upon the ranges, are from 
$75,000 to $150,000—all that from the 
free rauges of tho government, given 
without taxation or any return what- 
ever, 

To understand the situation that has 
existed up to the present time it must 
be remembered that this broad region 
which bas been given up to the interests 
of the cattle srowers bas not been in- 
tersected by a fence, disturbed with ao 
plow or graced with a field of grain pp 
toafew short years ago—nothing for 
wiles but short nutritious grass, which 
oured on the prairie, as clover in a stack, 
and served equally well for food in dead 
of winter as in the heat of summer.

Fif- 
teen thousand cattle, the property of 
one of the larger operators, succumbed 
to the severity of the weather for no 
other reason than that the ranges had 
been denuded of grass by the numerous 
smaller ranchmen. This was a warn- 
ing that the most obstinate must heed. 
And so the cattle companies tbat for- 
merly numbered their possessions by 
the thousands of head may vow number 
them easier in hundreds. Tho small 
ranchman is the mau upon whom the 
market of the future must rely for its 
beef.—St. Paul Pioneer Press.

So the name of Scott was left to his 
daughter Charlotte, who married Lock- 
bart, the biographer of Sir Walter, Her 
son, Walter Scott Lockhart, adopted the 
name of Scott, but, with all the extraor- 
dinary fatality that bad overcome his 
uucles, he, too, died unmarried at the 
ago of 26, and so the estate passed to 
his sister Charlotte, who married J. R, 
Hope, Q. C., a member of the Hopetoun 
family, and he, of course, adopted the 
name Scott. They had three chikiren, 
but their only son died in childhood, 
and once arain a Woman came to rule, 
This was Mary Monica. 

| Ip 1874 she married Hon. Joseph 
Coustable-Maxwell, third son of Lord 
Herries, who, as @ matter of course, 
adupted the name Scott. They have had 
six children, tho eldest of whom, Wal- 
ter Joseph Maxwell-Scott, born in 1875, 
is in the army. He hus two brothers 
} and two sisters living. Mary Josephine, 
who is maryied, was born in 1876. Thus 
it will be seen that the present genera- 
tion of Scotts huve been in turn Lock- 
harts, [topes and Maxwells.

London, March .— Colonial Offico 
officials say that Summit Lake, 12 miles 
from Skaguay, Alaska, cannot be claimed 
as within the United States boundary, 
inasmuch as it is a part of tho disputed 
territory, in regard to which negotiations 
have just beon opened with the Goyern- 
ment at Washington. 

Neither the Foreign Office nor Colonial 
Office is officially aware of the hoisting 
of the British flag at Summit Lake, 
which is alleged in newspapor reports to 
have faken place. The Colonial Office 
authorities suggest that the flag was pos- 
sibly raised with thé cognizance of Can- 
ada, with the object of marking Great 
Britain's olaim, and not with any idea of 
violating the territory of the United 
States. 


The West African Situation. 


Paris, March 3.—The Minister for For- 
sign Affairs, in the Chambor of Deputies 
yesterday, said the Goyernment must 
maintain reserve on the whole Wost Afri- 
can affair, subject to the nogotiations 
between France and Great Britain. He 
could say the negotiniious were actively 
proceeding, and, although difMfioulties in- 
herent to such negotiations had arisen, 
there was every hope that a desirable 
arrangement would be reached, in con- 
formity with the interests ef both cuun- 
tries.

Mr. Wilson’s mind by the importance of a 
yreat discovery he had made, viz, that Prin- 
cipal Grant’s argument and position in 
and debate were actually thirty years old, 
having been set forth in 1868 in a work 
entitled *‘Our National Vice.” I hasten 
to congratulate Mr. Wilson not only upon 
his erudition, but upon his bravery in cit- 
ing in toto and with proper emphasis an 
argunient which,to the ears of those who do 
not know him, might suggest that he was 
in the employ of the Licensed Victuallers’ 
Association. For what does Mr. Wilson’s 
discovery mean? Simply that Principal 
Grant takes in debate positions against 
which the genius and sinew of prohibition- 
ists have been directed for over a quarter 
of a century, and before a vast assemblage 
of the best people, clerical and lay, in a 
grevteducational céntre,confounds the fore- 
most champion of their cause and puts him 
to utter rout. Mr. Wilson not only pro- 
clai:ns the eternity of truth, against which 
the hosts of error shall not prevail, but 
furnishes us an eloquent illustration. But 
to Principal Grant’s sin of plagiarism is 
added the cardinal one of inconsistency 
when he says that a Prohibitory Law should 
not be right because it would coerce Que- 
bec, whereas he (Principal) was himself an 
active supporter of an attempt to force an 
iniquitous school-system upon Manitoba. 
Mr. Wilson has been sadly misinformed, 
for although the Principal was in favor of 
tla Manitoba minority cause, his efforts in 
its behalf were confined to pen and address 
alone, for when the federal elections of ‘96 
caa‘e on he took a determined stand against 
the Ministry of the hour because of its pol- 
icy of coercion. 


Next, the Principal’s argument upon the 
inference from the license system came in 
for misconstruction. Dr. Lucas maintain- 
ed that the fact of licence per se implied 
the principle of prohibition and the right 
to prohibit, This the Principal denied, 
upon the ground that the great principle of 
the license system is the recognition of 
some public service which can be most 
helpful to society when localized by certain 
restrictions, This is why all the profes- 
siuns, from the itinerant peddler up, are 
put under license, and as Principal Grant 
pointed out, why Dr. Lucas himself had to 
procure 4 license before he could get 
married, Tt # quite eviden tthat the power 
to Jiconse does not imply the right to pro- 
hibit. The power to prohibit, which is 
quite another thing, usually goes with the 
ower to license, but not always, as Mr. 

Vilson unsconsciously showed in the case 
of Sir Oliver Mowat’s appeal to the Privy 
Council. s 


Principal Grant stated that a prohibitory 
law would reduce immigration, and Mr. 
Wilson quoted from agent Swanson to 
show that the contrary would be true. If 
Mr. Swanson's estimate of immigrants— 
** sober and highly moral men '’—be correct, 
T fuil to see how they should be influenced 
either way, except as has been pointed out 

the very strangeness of a prohibitory law 
mizht render them afraid for their liberties 
in other things. Mr. Wilson overlooked 
a possible point in the circuinstance that, 
if we had prohibition, the slaves to drink in 
other Jands might.of their own choice or 
under the influence’of friends come to us 
for isolation from temptation. .But this 
raises the question whether increased im- 
migration, under such circumstances, 
would prove 4 gain after all. 


Then Mr, Wilson said he would read the 
Principal’s aine redsons for opposing pro- 
hibition, but he did it with an absence of 
inflection and } unctuation painfully sug- 
gestive of marked alalia ; every argument 
was dubbed a ‘*harping” upon this or 
that; but the defeated positions of Dr, 
Lucas were restated with all the reverence 
due to an oracle (or to the dead), We 
wero told how the counsel for the Licensed 
Victuallers defeated justice in the courts 
by representing only one side of the case, 
ete., but they must be astute indeed if pur 
reverend pastor bimielf cannot teach them 
something yet of the art of pettifoggory.

good old orthodox plan that temptation, 
sin, etc., are permitted by omnipotence to 
render our souls subjectively beautiful and 
strong by trial of virtue and the exorcise 
of choice. But now Mr. Wilson would de- 
clare it an imperfect world which in the 
beginniog He created ; our choice shall be 
muzzled, the tree of knowledge shall be 
rooted out from the Garden of Eden, the 
serpent shall be beheaded, and the clause 
‘+Jead us not into temptation” be made 
superfluous in prayer. Mr, Wilson pro- 
claims inconsistency in Principal Grant, 
but what shall we say of himself? Truly 
we might ask himto learn of the apostle 
and say ‘t For what I would, that I do not, 
and what I abhor that I do.” 


Mr. Wilson clalms that becausethe hotel 
men oppose prohibition we have proof that 
they at least regard the law as effective. 
The point is that hotel men oppose prohi- 
bition not because they believe it will sto 
the consumption of liquor, but because it 
will deprive them of a monopoly in the 
tariff. For example the town of Gananoque 


came into effect there, and during the fol- 
lowing year the hotels were placed under 
such surveillance that only three of them 
could do business, although fifteen shebeens 
were located and found to have done a 
yrofitable trade; the hotel men suffered, but 
fae trattic never flourished so before or 
since, 

But to leave Mr. Wilson’s instructive 
sermon aside ,let me point ovt that Prohi- 
bitionists make the serious mistake of ask- 
ing legislatures to make a crime of what is 
merely a violation of class conceptions of 
morality. 

The legal codes of all civilized conntries, 
while leaving the immediate stamp of Alex- 
andrine and Christian ethics, have been 
framed not to promote the ideal of sectar- 
ians but to meet the secular conception of

Forgotten by the Distinguished Divine, 


Kev. Dr. Talmage, tn His Sermen on 


the Poetical Oooupation The Badges

Washington, Feb. 97.—Rev. Dr. ‘Tal 
mago chow as his text this morning the 
words of Psalms xxill, 1, ‘‘The Lord is 
my shephord,'’ and therefrom he preached 
a most roviving sermon, He said 

What with post and rail fences and our 
pride in Southdown, Aastrakban and

use now of the old time shepherd. Such 
au one bad abundance of opportunity of 
becoming a poet, being out of doors 12 
hours the day, and ofttimes waking up in 
the night on the hills, If the stars or the 
torronts or the sun or tho flowers had 
anything to suy, he was very apt to hear 
it the Ebttrick Shepherd of Scotland, 
who afterward took his seat in the brilll- 
ant clrele of Wilson and Lockhart, got 
his wonderful poetic inspiration in the 
ten years In which he was watching the 
flocks of Mr, Laidlaw. There 
awoot pootry in the rugged prose of the 
Scotch shepherd, One of these Scotch 
shophords lost his only son, and he knelt 
down in prayer and was overheard to say, 
“OQ Lord, it has seemed good in thy 
providencs to take from me the staff of 
my viehs hand at the time when to us 
sind biind mortals I seemed to be most 
jn need of it and how TI shall olimb up 
the hill of sorrow and auld age without 
it thon mayest kon, butI dinna,’’ 

David, the shepherd boy, is watohing 
his father’s sheep. ‘They are pasturing on 
the very hills where afterward a Lamb 
was born of which you have heard much, 
“tho Lamb of God, which taketh away 
the sin of the world.’’ Dayid, the shep- 
herd boy, was beautiful, brave, musical 
and pootic. I think he often forgot the 
sheep in his reverios. There in the soll- 
tudo he struck the hasp string that is 
thrilling through all ages. David the boy 
was gathoring the material for David the 
poet and Dayid the man, Like other boys, 
David was fond of using his knife among 
the saplings, and he had noticed the ox- 
uding of the juice of the tree, and when 
ho became a man ho said, ‘‘The treos of

BUY THE NEWSPAPERS. 


A Converted Politiclan--Sir John A. 
Macdonald's Conversion. 


Large audiences are now a nightly affair 
at the Bridge st. MethodistChurch, Evan 
gelist Ranton’s preaching is the kind 
that ‘‘draws.”’ He understands human 
nature, and touches so many chords in it, 
that in spite of prejudices, you must like 
man. He thanked the press of Belleville, 
last night, for giving so much space to the 
meetings, in view of the crowded state of 
their columns owing to the elections, and 
urged everyono to buy the newspapers. 

He based his remarks last evening upon 
the story of the conversion of Zaccheus, as 
told in the first ten verses of the 19th 
chapter of Luke. ‘Ten verses were here 
given to the story of the conversion of this 
one man, while the three thousand conver 
sions of Pentecost were related in two 
verses, Mr, Ranton referred to a serics 
of revival services held by Crossley and 
Hunter in Dominion Methodist church in 
Ottawa, some years ago, at which three or 
four hundred people wero converted For 
atime the meeting went on without- any 
reference being made to them by the news 
papers, which were ‘‘not hke our goed 
friends of the INTRLLIGENCER here,” said 
Mr. Ranton, but one night a gentleman 
whom every body in,the church knew, walked 
in with his wife up the aisle. It was Su 
John A. Macdonald, the Premier of Can- 
ada. When the invitation was given fur 
those who desired to know Christ to staud 
BpGie veka was one of the first to rise. Mr 

unter at once stepped down to where tlic 
veteran Premier stood, and the two knelt in 
prayer together. So far as Prone know, a 
great change came over the life of that man 
from that date. The liquors that used to 
be on the table disappeared and family 
prayers were established in the home, The 
very next day the newspapers which had 
ignored the meetings published long ac- 
counts of the conversion of this one man. 
Sir John’s soul was not of greater value 
than that of any other man, but relatively 
speaking it was. He was a big sinner and 
they wanted to make a good deal over his 
conversion. Zaccheus was a big sinner. 
He had a bad mark down there in Jericho. 
He was ostracized because he was in the 
employ of the Romans. 


The method that Christ took to win this 
man was worthy of special notice. Hy» 
trusted Zaccheus and went so far as to offer 
to go down and take dinner with him. 
Zaccheus was known among the publicans 





as a hospitable man, and in order to win 


him Christ knocked at the door of his hos- 
pitality. Christ always yecognizes the good 
In every man, and by recognizing the good 
There 
is a way into the heart of every man, no 
matter how hardened he is. 


Another lesson taught here is the ad- 
vantages of disadvantages. Zaccheus was 


short of stature, and he could not see 


Christ because of the press or the throng, 
and he climbed the tree, where he saw 
Christ and Christ saw him. We are all 
short somewhere, but if we are built on 
the same plan as Zaccheus we will get our 
feet under us and we will run and get up 
in the tree where we can see Christ. The 
Reeth related a conversation he had with 

amuel Grigg, of the Grigg House, Lon- 
don. Mr. Grigg said that when he was 
converted it cost him $10,000. As soon as 
he was conyerted he saw that he could not 
sell whiskey any more and he went right 
to his hotel, locked up the doors and turn- 
ed away $10,000. He was surrounded by 
the press of his business, but when a man 
makes up his mind that he is going to be 
a Christian no press of business will pre- 


vent him from doing so. Moony women 
and young menare often kept back by 
the press of social distinction, while if 


they gave themselves to Christ these very 
disadvantages would prove advantages 
and make them leaders in the good work. 
A young man in a jumping contest takes a 
pair of dumb bells and swings them to give 
his body momentum. If he carries those 
weights with him in the jump they bear 
him down and he falls far hoe of the 
mark, but if he throws them back they 
give him an impetus that senda him over 
the mark, So itis in the christian life. 
Those things which are weights to us God 
transforms them into wings. 


This lesson also teaches that conyersion 
may be sudden and genvine. Mr. Moody 
says that Zaccheus was converted some- 
where between the limb of the tree and 
the ground. Eyery conversion in the 
Bible, said the speaker, was sudden, ex- 
cept one. Matthew was sitting at the re- 
ceipe of custors when Christ called him, 
and he left at once and followed Christ ; 
Zaccheus was converted aa he climbed 
down out of the tree, and Peter was con- 
yerted when Christ called him from his 
nets by the sea. 


The lesson is taught here, too, that Christ 
came to seek and save that which was lost. 
A number of years ago the Prince of 
Wales came to this country, but he never 
told any person why he came. But when 
the great Prince of heaven came to this 
world he emphasized his mission and told 
the people that he had come to seek and 


save that which was lost. The speaker 
raid he had often tried to think of the 
meaning of that word ‘‘lost."" He had 
thought of a ship tossed about on the 


stormy seas with neither rudder nor com 
pass ; ho had thought of a man lost in 
dense wood, with no star to guide him and 
no sun to light him, and the howling of 
the wild beasts about him; none of these 
could give any conception of what it meant 
fora soul to be lost. An earnest and 
effective plea closed the address, and a suc- 
cessful after-meeting followed,

Yesterday when Mr. Whitnoy registered 
at the Queen's he became the cynosure of 
all eyes. The Premier-to-be had hardly 
breakfasted when he was joined by Col. 
Matheson, Dr. Willoughby, Mr. Miscamp- 
bell, Mr. Carnegie, Toronto's four mom- 
bers and others, and thencoforth all day 
long 4 stream of visitors poured in upon 
him with congratulations. 

When seen last night Mr. Whitney ap- 
peared in the best of spirits, although 
suffering from a seyere cold. In a state- 
ment he said: ‘I hayo no doubt that the 
inajority of the people are on our side. 
Take the figures of the Globe, eyen, and 
with them the news to-day from West 
Elgin and the two Algomas, and the 


Conseryatives still haye a majority. Sev- | 


eral prominent members of the Opposi- 
tion wore defeated “because the Govern- 
ment, or rather the two Governments, at 
Toronto and Ottawa, concentrated their 
efforts against these leading members of 
our party. However, the people have 
spoken and have decided in favor of the 
Opposition policy, anda change of rulers.'’ 

In the course of further converse, the 
leader asserted that if it had not been for 
the tremendous efforts of the Dominion 
Government and the well-known influ- 
ences at the dispos#l of the Ontario Ad- 
ministration, Mr. Hardy would have been 
buried out of sight. Before the olection 
courts the deliberate and unblushing cor- 
ruption resorted to by the panio-stricken 
Government would be made known to 
tho people and then the feeling against 
Messrs. Hardy & Co. would be stronger 
than over. 

Mr. Whitney attributed the wholesale 
turnoyer of the electorate to the Opposi- 
tion’s exposure of the Goyernment’s tim- 
ber and mining policy to the lack of 
management of the Education Depart- 
ment, to the light thrown on the finan- 
cial condition of Ontario, and to the 
general desire for a change. 

Mr. Whitney will remain in town a few 
days until the returns are all in.

SOME SOCIAL SIDES OF THE PEOPLE 
OF NEW SOUTH WALES. 


The Antipodean Colonists Prefer «a Town 
to a Country Life as a Rule, and Are 
Said to Possess the Highest Standard 
of Material Livieag Now Extant on 
the Globe, 


The docided preference for town life 
shown by Australlaus is one of the first 
fucts to arrest the attuntion of a yisitor. 
Tho characteristic is common to most 
countries, but to residents in the ‘‘old 
country’ and clsewhere it becomes the 
more noticeable by: reason of the popular 
impression that life in the colonies is 
passed chiefly in the bush, on the sheep 
run, or on the gold flold. In New South 
Wales the great mass of population is 
found residing in the metropolis, and the 
cities and larger townships. 

To this result the prosperous conditions 
of life in the colony, and the rapid ad- 
vances in the command of the comforts 
and arts of life have Jaurgely contributed. 
Whon the country was new and just be- 
ginning to show its possibilities, there 
Was a tendency to tike up yast tracts of 
country for the brooding of sheep, or to 
enter upon the -active york of alluyial 
mining. Those who went out to open the 
country riskel their lives at flrat in flood 
and drought, or at the hands of abori- 
glnes; but that stage ‘passed away, the 
soclul conditions solidified themselves, 
and people settled down to enjoy the 
fruits of their prosperity. Taste began 
to assert itself; the university, schools of 
art, and public libraries came into being; 
the desires and aspirations of leisure be- 
gan to make themselves felt; and tho in- 
creasing wants of the population aided in 
creating employment. 

Wages, tho attractions of thwns, the 
facilities for the education of children, 
and numerous other inducements, soon 
drew the people away from the country, 
and caused them to sottle in the larger 
centres of population. Under normal con- 
ditions the life lived in New South Wales, 
surrounded by such circumstances, coin- 
mands a high dogree of comfort. The 
average of personal expenditure on food 
and drink alone js higher than in any 
other country in ths world, More imeat is 
consumoéd, and twice as much tea, ex- 
e pt, perhaps, in Russia,

this I would suggest that o feed box be 
made, having a door of slats made of 
laths, as shown berewith; also on the 
sido opposite from the door I should 
have slats, as seen from the inside of 
the box. Place the food in this, shut 
tho door, ayd the fowls can reach the 
food from each side readily between the 
slats, but cannot soilit. Furthermore, 
a dish of water can be set within it, and 
tho fowls can reach through and drink, 
but they cannot pollute it as they other- 
wise would. By this device stray cats 
and dogs have no chance of getting at 
the food, should it happen to be of a 
nature pala’uble to them, and stealing 
it away from the fowls. The semiro- 
tundity of the roof is to keep the fowls 
from roosting on it.—Frederick O. Sib 
ley in New York Tribune, 


Level Roosts., 

In three-quarters of the poultry houres 
of the country the perches are arranged 
like a flight of stairs, rising from the 
front totherear, Why this arrangement 
was first used would be pretty hard to 
tell unless it was because itjwas handier 
to lay two scuntlings against a wall and 
lay the perches in notches cut into them. 

When perches are arranged in this 
stnirstep fasnion, the hens invariably 
quarrel for tho top perch, as it is their 
nature to roost as high as they can get, 
This quarreiing leads to bruises and 
other injuries and should be prevented 
by having the perches all at the same 
level, 

The distance from the floor should de- 
pend in some meakure on the kind of 
hens kept. If they are of the heavy 
breeds 18 inches is high enough, and 80 
inches is high enough for the lighter 
breeds. If a tight platform of boards is 
placed under tho perches it will catch 
the droppings and saye the floor space 
clean for scratching room in bad weath- 
er, The platform should be just far 
enough below the perches to allow a 
common hoe to be introduced to scrape 
the droppings out. Sprinkle the plat- 
form with dust or coal ashes every day, 
and the ponltry Louse will never be- 
come foul with bad odors if it is cleaned 
out two or three times a week.—Florida 
Farmer and Fruit Grower.

“The Yukon district isours. It is open 

to United States citizens as well as to Cana- 
dians. We are giving away vast areas of 
land, vast sources of revenue, {n order to 
secure railway communication by way of 
the Pacific. That communication is as ne- 
cessary to citizens of the United States, 
who pay nothing for it, as it is to Canadi- 
ans, who sacrifice so much in order to get 
it. If, when we are giving so much to 
provide a convenience that is as useful to 
the United States as it is to the Canadians, 
the Congress at Washington insists upon 
placing obstacles in the way, and demands 
enormous, extraordinary and irrelevant 
concessions as the price for the removal of 
these obstructions, there is but one thing 
for Canada todo. We shall have to adopt 
the United States mining policy, that ought 
to have been law long ago. As the United 
States declines to allow Canadians or other 
British subjects to conduct mining opera- 
tions in the Republic, we shall have to 
order that no more United States citizens 
shall enter the Yukon to gather in our 
gold, and that those who are there now 
shall not be gianted a renewal of their 
licenses. With the terms of the Yukon 
railway deal wedonot agree. ‘They are 
excessive. They give too much. But that 
is our domestic business. If the United 
States tries to render that more onerous, 
or forces us to give larger concessions in 
order to get to a Canadian port and to 
avoid United States obstructions, then out 
of the Yukon every United States miner 
will have to go.” 

Our contemporary’s advice to the mem- 
bers of both parties iu Parliament, to unite 
in resisting the aggression of our neigh- 
bors, hits the nail on the head.

Mr. Cannon opened the debate on the 
Coming to the all-absorbing item, 
he said that in the present critical condl- 
tion of affairs the committee had deemed 
it wise to appropriate this sum, placing 
its oxponditure in the complete discretion 
of the President. He insisted that this 
appropriation must not be construed into 
u threat. Nothing was further from the 
minds of those who reported it, he said, 
This appropriation was to be placed in 
the hands of a wise and patriotic execu- 
tive, to make proper preparations to 
uiaintain the national honor, nothing 
more. 

“It is not a war appropriation,’’ said 
he emphatically. ‘I say that in my judg: 
ment, measuring my words, that it isa 
peace measure. (Great applause.) ‘The 
Government of the United States would 
not, if it could, trench upon the rights of 
any nation on earth.’’ (Renewed ap- 
plause.) 


311 AYES, NO NAYS. 


Even the Speaker Voted for Cannon's Bill

Mr. Cannon was followed by almost 
every member of the Houso, all making 
short and patriotic spoeches.. Mr. Bing- 
ham of Pennsylvania caused the only 
discordant note that was heard. While 
supporting the bill on general principles, 
ho characterized the day's Zproceedings of 
the House as akin to the methods of 
“yellow dog journalisin.’’ He was round- 
ly hissed by the majority of the mombers 
on the floor and spectators in the gallery 
when he sat down, 

When the question was put on the 
passage of the bill, the whole House rose 
en masse in its fayor, but Mr. Cannon 
asked for the ayes and nays. He did so, 
ho sald, at the request of many members, 
who desired that every member should go 
on record. Every member present yoted 
for the bill, many ot them assuming the 
responsibility of breaking their pairs in 
order to place themselyes on record. At 
the conclusion of the roll call the Speaker 
had bis name called, an unusual proceed- 
ing, and, amid great applause, voted for 
the bill. When he anuounced the yote, 
811 ayes, no nays, an enthusiastic demon- 
stration occurred.

Tit For Tat

ment? Yet that principle had been utterly 
violated in this instance, as well as the 
principle that any great public work 
should be open to tender and let by pub- 
lic contract. Was there any grave consid- 
eration of war or public weal in this 
case? These were some of the things that 
predisposed men on both sides of the 
House to feel dissatisfied with this 
scheme. 
The Duplicity of the Affair. 


Another cause was the duplicity which 
characterized these transactions from first 
to last. What reason was therefor a Goy- 
ernment last January to have barred the 
door in secrecy to the plans they were 
discussing till they had finished their 
scheme? The answer could not be given 
for it. There was no breath of a report 
that such a schome was in the wind till 
the Globe told the public that the con- 
tract had been signed. When the scheme 
had been hatched and turned oyer to 
Mann and MoKenzie the Government 
sent for the Globe editor and entrusted 


him with the task of aunouncing woat 


had been done, and by skilfully turn- 
ing the terms of the bargain and mis- 
representation of the facts of the case, to 
make it palatable to the people. Great 
stress was laid on the reservation of arable 
lands from the operation of the contract. 
The misstatement was also put forward 
that the Goyernment could not build the 
road for less than seyen or eight million 
dollars, but by the contract were to have 
it builé without it costing the country a 
cent. All the while the Government had 
the engineers’ estimate that the road 
could be built for $8,200,000. And then 
began the inspired newspaper crusade to 
minimize the yalue of the lands in the 
Yukon, while in the Government Official 
Guide every line and page exults and 
magnifies the value of those lands! In 
this the Goyernment were oither going 


back on their own statement to confidence | 
in order ‘to get support for 


the House, 
this deal, or they ‘vying to gull the 
Wealth-seekers of thu world. 

As to the Mileage. 


Then as to the mileage, when Mr. Jen- 
nings says it will take 200 miles to reach 
a certain point on the Stikine, 
process did the Ministry pare that down 
to 150 miles? Was it not for the sake of 
minimizing the extent of the land grant? 
Impending starvation and possible blood- 
shed and possible loss of the whole terri- 
tory were put forward as an exouse for 
this contract. Mr. Secretary Alger, after 
conference with Mr sifton at Washing- 


ton, had laid out $200,000 in reindeer | 


and supplies for the starying, but when 
it came out that no man had so much as 
missed a meal in the Yukon, Secretary 
Alger sold his reindeer, gave away his 
charitable supplies and abandoned the 
expedition. The oxperience of British 
Golumbia showed that under British law, 
law and order preyailed in miningfoamps 
as woll as on the streets of Ottawa, In- 
deed, the fact was that experience had 


shown that in 99 cases out of 100 where — 


trouble and bloodshed prevailed in min- 
ing camps it was duo to injustice. The 
hint that there was danger of losing the 
Yukon to Canada was too childish to be 
talked in the Commons. Every effort, he 
continued, had been made to keep the 
whole proceedings leading up to the con- 
tract seoret, lest anyone else should ten- 
dor, So, it happened, the Government 
were able to say they had received no 
other offer till after the contract was 
signed with Mann and MoKenzie, 
Hamilton Smith's Offer. 


Tbis Hamilton Smith offer had been 
maltreated by the Ministers. What was it 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler wanted to get from 
Lord Strathcona, in relation to that gen- 
tloman? What was it he telegraphed to 
tho High Commissioner: slover it was 
it was not a fair thing as from one gen 
tloman to another to fish for a spoctal 
repudiation of Mr, Smith from the Roth- 
childs, whose agent he never pretended to 
by. There could be no private quostion 
whioh olicited an answer that was given 
to the public. Tho inferance was that the 
Promior found 6 had misrepresented Mr. 
Smith In that cable inquiry to Lord 
Strathcona, and so decided to suppress 
the message and pocket his honor along 


with it 

Then there was the Van Horne inol 
dont, with its ‘‘oasual’’ reference to Mr. 
Smith’s offor, and tho Minister's ‘‘oasual’' 
conversation with Mz Mann, in which 
the latter said the slelgh road provided

A Letter Describing Winter 
Life in the Klondike, 


Dawson, N.W.T., Deo, 27th, 1897. 
Dear Jim,—I got Ohristmas over me 
in good shape and we had quite a dinner 
on that day. Tho three Seattle boys with 
whom I am stopping, in acabin on the left 













had lots of luxuries with them and we all 
put up several articles of diet, with the 
result that we had a splendid spread. We 


and prune pie, vegetable soup, boiled pork 
and beef, potatoes, biscuits, rice pudding, 
milk, tea and coffee, marmalade, canned 
turkey and cranberry sauce. It was a cold 







zero—just nice—with sixteen inches of 
snow on the level. 
We four remained around our cabin all 


ing in the saloons. There were about five 
saloons going it lively. Everything was 
quiet out of doors in the darkness, but lots 
of gold dust was taken in over the bars,

FANCY PRICES FOR GRUB, 


Meals are still about $2.50 and flour $50 
for fifty pounds. Other grub is in demand 
at $1 a pound. Tobacco, cigars and whisky 
all sell well. Isold my box of candles for 
$35. It cost me but $2 outside. Also sold 
a sack of flour (costing $1.25) for $40. It 
had been damaged. 1 think I have enough 
grub to last me until July. Stationery is 
in demand too as well as moccasins. Dogs 
are still looked fr at $200 or $150 each. 
Wood per cord is $30 and itis scarce in 
town, having to be hauled down the river 
Klondike. ‘Lhe days -haye-boon-vory fino 
since my arrival—regular Canadian winter 
weather. The last three weeks have been 
clear and mild, averaging about 10 degrees 
below zero. We had two or three snow 
falls only. It is now abovt 18 inches deep 
in the woods. 


I have been away up the Yukon to Rein- 
deer creek near Henderson with three 
other fellows, We each staked a claim 
there aud were gone five days. We 
traveled about 100 miles and pulled a sled 
up and back loaded with our stove, tent, 
bla ket and grub. It was tough, hard 
work, but we had good weather, Our 
moccasins got wet through in places and 
froze hard on our feet, so we had to be 
careful. The trail was heavy up the 
creek but fine and smooth all tho way up 
the Yukon. Talso staked a claim on a 
gulch emptying into Bonanza creek. Was 
out then when it was 60 below zero and 
got my nose and the tips of my fingers 
frozen, although [ was well wrapped up. 
That was the coldest snap we had so far, 
but it only lasted a week. We had it 
down to 45 below zero in November. Day- 
light begins at 9:30 a.m. and lasts till 3:30 
p-m. 


The winter has been very fine so far and 
we are very comfortable in our log cabin. 
The stove pipe keeps it too warm at times. 
When it gets down to 40 below zero we 
have to cover our noses and faces well, and 
frost forms on our outer garments. Every- 
one congregates a5 the saloons to hear the 
latest news. There isnot much work in 
town outside of saloons, barbershops, tin 
shops and two big stores. Most of tho 
men just live in their cabins here and go 
out looking up claims whenever a stam- 
pede takes piece: Work is not plentiful 
up the creeks, but alot of gold is being 
taken Gut just the same. There is no drug 
store here yet. 

DISAPPOINTMENT IN STORE. 


[hear there are big crowds waiting at 
Seattle and Skagway to rush in next March. 
No doubt a good many of them will be 
badly disappointed when they get here,-as 
most of the creeks are all staked out now, 
but it is hard to tell when and where some 
fellow may strikea rich claim. Humber, 
Dominion, Sulphur and Henderson creeks 
appear to be well talked of, but you can’t 
believe much that you hsar,as every miner 
booms his own creek. There is no life in 
the town during the daytime. Moat of the 
men are working then on their olaims aud 
two men can take out « lot of pay dirt dur- 
ing the winter. Some poor devils will strike 
it good before next July and go out with 
thousands, while others will get nothing. 


NO NEWS FOR MONTHS 


Have heard no news from the 
for months. We are all waiting for the 
Canadian mail to arrive. I suppose next 
summer there will be more employment in 
town at indoor work than there is now 
Saloons will do the bulk of the business, 
and the restaurants will make money then 
if they get lots of grub. I watched the 
sun's rays to-day shining on top of a moun 
tain covered with snow away to the north.

Ottawa, March 11,.—Tho annual meot 
ing of the British empire League in Can 
ada was held yesterday in ono of the 
Ommittes rooms of the House of Com 
mons, Liout.-Col. G, 1, Denison of To 
ronto, President, occupled the chair. 

In moving tho adoption of the reports 
of the Excoutive Committoe, the Preal 
dont took oceasion to deplore the compar 
atively amall part played by Canada in 
Imperial defence. Tho presont neod of 
Cauada, he said, was not ships, but men, 
and he thought Canada with her 70,000 
sea-faring mon, should form a naval ro- 
servo. 

Hon. Mr. Tarte seconded 
for the adoption of the report.

Sir Charles Tupper's Protest, 

Sir Charles Tupper made a vigorous 
protost towards the intimation that Can- 
ada was contributing nothing to Imperial 
burdons. He pointed out that wo had 
spent millions upon a great trans contin- 
ental Hne of railway, which was a work 
of Imperial moment; that wo are main- 
taining a magnifloont fleet of steamers on 
the Paciffo, available for service in time 
of war, and had yoted cheerfully the sum 
of $750,000 a yoar to &4ccuro an Atlantic 
fleet, constructed after the requirements 
of the British Admiralty, 

In conclusion Sir Charles moyed the 
following resolution, which, seconded by 
Dr. Russell, M.P., Halifax, passed unanl- 
mously: ‘That, the highest Interests of 
the Empire demand that its food require- 
monts should be wholly independent of 
foreign supply, avd that the Canadian 
and Imperial Governments should 
their best efforts towards the accomplish- 
ment of so important an end.’’ 

Importance of a Pacific Cable, 

Rey. Prinoipal Grant moved a _ resolu- 
tion setting forth the importance, from 
the standpoint” of Imperial unity and 
trade. of the Paolfic cable. It was unani 
mously adopted. 

Sir Charles Tupper moved a resolution, 
“That in the opinion of the league it is 
important to take immediate steps to 
establish a system in Canada of training 
men for the Royal Naval Reserye, in 
order to qualify our sailors for manning 
our different steamship lines, and thus 
holp the Empire in case of war.’' 

After Solicitor-General Fitzpatrick had 
spoken earnestly on the subject, the reso- 
lution carried. 

A resolution favoring reduction of post- 
age between different parts of the Empire 
was also adopted.

The fortieth annual meeting of the 
Canadian Press Association was held 
yesterday in the Railway Committee 
rooms of the House of Commons. ‘The 
following officers were elected by acclam- 
ation: President, Robert Holimes, Clin- 
ton; first vice-presidont, W. S. Dingman, 
Stratford; second vice-president, J. S.

OUR DEMOCRATIC PRINCE, 
Expressions of H.R, H. the Prince of 
Wales at » Gathering in France, 


Cannes, March 11.—The Prince of 
Wales yesterday laid the foundation stone 
of the new pier in the presence of the 
Grand Duke Michael of Russia, the 
Duke of Oambridge and tho leading 
authorities. Replying to the warm greet- 
ings of the prefect and the Mayor of Can- 
nes, the Prince said: ‘‘I am touched by 
the sentiments which you havo expressed 
in the name of the Government of tho 
Republic. I sincerely hope France will 
long enjoy the benefits of the Government 
you represent, and that the cordial rela- 
tions betweon France and Great Britain 
will centinue for the good of humanity.’’ 


THE U.S. AND. SPAIN. 


Queen Victoria's Cordial Message of Sym- 
pathy to President McKinley — The 
Noses of European Nations Counted, 


Washington, March 11,—The Post yos- 
terday said: Queen Victoria has, through 
Bir Julian Pauncefote, conyeyed to Presi- 
dent McKinley her gratification at the 
wise arid oonservative course which he 
has thus far pursued in relation to the 
Cuban and Spanish situation. She also 
expressed to him her thorough sympathy 
with tho offorts put forth by the United 
States to reliove sufforing humanity in 
Cuba, with the hope that these ondeayors 
may be conducted to a successful conclu- 
sion without war. These expressions were 
communicated directly to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, with the request that he 
presont them in person to the President. 

Why War Is to Be Avoided, 

The desire of tho Queen that war should 
be ayolded was omphasized for soveral 
reasons. It was pointed out that com- 
mercial relations of Great Britain with 
the United States wore too extensive to 
be jeopardized by a war between this 
country and Spain. ‘The blockade of the 
port of New York, for instanoe, it was 
pointed out, would be of irreparable dam- 
age to British shipping, while the cessa- 
tion of the shipmont of food supplies to 
England would be exceedingly serious. 

The reply of the President expressed 
his ploasure at the utterances of the 
Queen, with tho additional statement 
that he also hoped war would be avoided.

Attitude of Every Government if the U. 5.

New York, March 11,—The Tribune 


publishes tho following, under Washing- 
ton date: The correspondent of the Tri- 


bune is in a position to announce that 
the Administration has within tho last 
fow days put itself in communication 


with other Governments, or, a8 a man 
competent to sponk with authority on the 
subject expressed it, with ‘every Govorn- 
mont on oarth,’’ to ascertain what would 
be their attitude in case the United 
States should oonaider itself compelled to 
enter upon a policy of intervention in 
Cuba or in case Spain committed some 
act resulting in an outbreak of hostilition. 
Within the last 48 hours replies havo 
been received from every Government to 
whioh the onquiry ad ‘ressed, and 
with two exceptions these replies have 
been ontirely satisfactory and sympathetic.

KSSENTIAL LIBIERALITY 


MR. RANTON ON CARDs, 


Playing in the Home was the First 


Step to Gambling. 


The largest audience that has yot at- 
tended Bridge St. Church to hear Rev. 
Mr Ranton was thore last evening. The 
subject, which had been announced for 
soyeral days, was no doubt responsible for 
the attendance of a of 
people. 

After the usual hymns and prayor Mr. 
Ranton read as bis text Matthew 7th 
chapter, 20th verse: ** Wherefore by thor 
fruits yo shall know thom.” Tho evangel- 
ist began by saying that they would all 
agreo his text was true. He said people 
had different ideas concerning amusement, 
and it was not his intention to enter into a 
wholesale condemnation of people b cause 
they turned a card or drank a glass of beer. 
He believed in condemping cards and 
drinking and the liquor traflic as institu- 
tions, and not by the individual effects on 
those who indulged in those vices. The 
tree was antecedent to the fruit, just as the 
heart was antecedent to a man’s life. 

People might ask why select a pack of 
cards and let the other games go? hore 
is no more barm per se inthe game of 
cards thanin the game of authors, both 
Were gainos of chance, and 80 far as they 
were concerned were identically the same 

game. The only way to answer the ques- 
was by the text, ‘ By their fruits ye shall 
know them.” Those parlor games had not 
the history that card playing had. When 
they produced the same kind of fruit as 
card Ravine had it would be time to bring 
forth the axe and cut ib off. 

Mr. Ranton first dealt with the card 
table as an institution of modern society. 
Society, he said, had almost come to desig- 
nate the card playing portion of mankind ; 
all others were not regarded as being ‘in 
it.” Society, properly defined, meant ‘the 
concentrated embodiment of selfishness,” 
for it mattered not how much talent in 
other directions, how many accomplish- 
ments, what range and versatility of 
powers, how much character one possessed, 
if you could not play cards and waste your 
time as the butterflies of society do you 
would he left to the tender mercies of those 
who were not society people. 


He gaye the reasons for card playing, 

hich were means of recreation, sociability, 
etc. Over against these he set such propo- 
sitions as ** Card playing was condemned 
by the spirit of the Gospel ;” ‘Love not 
the world ;"_ “Keep from the evils that 
are in the world,” No sane person would 
argue that card playing had not an evil 
tendency. He quoted from the words of 
prominent preschers to show that it had, 

Card playing had thé appearance of evil, 
therefore we should abstain from it, for 
we are told to \* Abstain from all appear- 
ance of evil.” 


_ Cards were the recognized implements 
of gamblers, and when parents and friends 
played in the home they simply taught the 
art of gambling. To imagine men gambl- 
ing over authors or parchesi, he said, 
would require a vast stretch of imagination. 
He had been told that nine-tenths of the 
gamblers in this country had learned to 
lay cards at home. He hat” watched’ it 
for twenty years and had hardly ever seen 
an exception to this rule. 


Card playing produced bad fruit. No 
individual, no home, no community had 
ever been benefitted by card playing. 


As a remedy for this social fad he -sug- 
gested the following ; ‘‘Come to Him and 
you will be fully satisfied. Fill your heart 
with a good thing and get rid of a bad 
one. When Christ comes into the life He 
will settle the matter of amusements.”

In his sermon at Bridge st. Church last 
evening Mr, Ranton took exception to the 
following paragraph that ap eared in a 
local paper, which was given as his re- 
marks ; 

“There is no dancing in Peterborough. 
You cannot get up a dance there among re- 
spectable people; and itis confined to the 
inmates of brothels, where it originated. 
*‘ Yes,’ he added, ‘I intend to prove to you 
that dancing originated in the brothels of 
Paris,’ There will probably be a large crowd 
to hear him,” 

Mr. Ranton said that what he did say was 
that since he was in Peterborough two 
societies had endeavored to get up dances, 
but could not get enough people to attend 
to make successes of them, He did not 

that dancing was confined to the in- 
mates of brothels. He asked anyone in 
the audience who had understood his re- 
marks as reported in the paper referred to, 
to hold up their hands. No one responded, 
and he said the paper was evidently mis- 
taken. ;

Bombay, March 12,—The total casual- 
ties resulting from the plague riots are 
two soldiers of the Shropshire regiment 
killed, a municipal inspector who acci- 
dentally shot himself, four Huropean and 
four native policemen with 17 civilians 
injured; nine rioters killed and 22 in- 
jured.

to earn bread for her children. You 
know that in a song different yoices carry 
different parts. The sweet and over- 
whelming part of the hallelujah of heaven 
will not be carried by those who rode in 
high places and gave sumptuous ontor- 
tamments, but pauper children will sing 
it, beggars will sing it, redeemed hod 
carriers will sing it, those who were once 
the offscouring of earth will sing it. The 
hallelujah will be all the grander for 
earth’s weeping eyes and aching heads 
and exhausted hands and scourged backs 
and martyred agonies. 

Again, the thought of the text is just 
when applied to the enjoymonts of the 
righteous in heayen. I think we haye but 
little idea of the number of the righteous 
in heayen, Infidels say, ‘‘Your heaven 
will be a very small place compared with 
the world of the lost; for, according to 
your teaching, the majority of men will 
bo destroyed.’’

times, as a result of the inflammation, 
the hoof is loosened from its matrix aud 
the pedal bone presses upon tho sole and 
makes the sole flat instead of concave.

Bronkwator Gave Way. 

All day yesterday 200 men with teams, 
under the direction of Mayor Wilson, had 
been dumping loads of earth along the 
breakwater to strengthen it against the 
steady inroads of the water, Shortly 
after 7 o'clock a portion of the break- 
water trembled. The water rushed at it 
savagely and tore out a seotion forty foot 
long, throwing men and horses to one 
side, as it poured through. The men and 
horses sorambled to safety, as the torrent 
swept on and down the streets. In half 
an hour the whole of London West was 
submerged to a depth of flye or six feet. 
A scoro of row lLouts were scoured, and 
the work of remoying those who wore 
penned up in the cottages began. From 
roofs and out or second-storey windows 
women and children were brought to 
places of safety. Down every street 
lanterns twinkled as the boats rowed 
towards the signals of distress. Fortun- 
ately, many, fearing the danger, had 
already left, so that the boats were able 
to remove all who wished, and by 11 
o'clock all had been rescued. 

Fifteon Hundred Pooplo Homeless. 


Four hundred houses were surrounded 
by six feet of water, and nearly 1,500 
people were driyen from their homes.

GALT ALSO FLOODED. 


Ice Jam Gave Way and Bridges and Trees 
Were Swept Down Heavy Loas 
to Business People. 


Galt, March 14.—One of the largest 
and most disastrous floods in the memory 
of our oldest residents is passing down 
the Grand River through Galt. The river 
was considerably swollen aboye its 
normal condition at this time of the year 
ull. day Saturday, and the residents of 
Galt came to the conclusion that they 
were going fo haye avery mild experience 
in the matter of floods this spring, but 
their expectations were disappointed. 
Sunday morning about 7.80 o'clock the 
monster ice jam at Blair gaye way and 
csme rushing down through Galt at ao 
frightful speed, carrying everything 
moyable along with it in its almost 
irresistable force. Blocks of ice 18 inches 
thick and as large as the side of a house, 
whole trees, roots and branches attached, 
a foot and a half at the trunk, hewn 
timber, loose boards, fence rails, and 
out-houses by the score were carried 
along in the rushing and roaring tore 
rent. A great amount of damage to 
property has been caused. 


Bridges Swept Away. 


The first bridge to go down was the 
smaller one near Blair Station on the 
public road leading to Preston. The next 
bridge to suffer was the upper bridge in 
the town of Galt. The middle span was 
carried entirely away and the other two 
spans are badly damaged as well as all 
the stone piers. Loss estimated at $5,000. 
The flooring and stone piers of the Main 
street bridge and the lower bridge in 
Galt have been damaged to the extent of 
probably $100 each. Tho wooden bridge 
known as the ‘‘foot bridge,’’ about two 
miles down the river from Galt, was 
wished away. 

Factories and private residences located 
on the river banks have suffered con- 
siderable damage. The volume of water 
in the river increased rapidly, and to 
such an extent as to overflow the whole 
of the low lying portions of North and 
South Water streets to the depth of two 
fect. The inmates of several private 
houses had to be carried out to places of 
tafety.

to whom he unfolded his plans for work in 
tho new Eldorado. 

As stated Mr. Wills is to have charge of 
the Bank of Commoree to be established 
shortly in the far north, At present he is 
stationed at Orangeville as Manager, where 
ho bas boon for the past seyen years. Ilo 
has been in the service of tho company for 
19 years, having first entered the bank in 
1879. Mr. Wills is a native of Bollevillo, 
Ont., being the son of Thomas Wills, 
County Treasurer. His brother, Dr, Alf. 
Wills, has already lived in the gold fields 
where he secured several valuable claims 
and is considered wealthy. Having come 
of the sturdy stock the Quinte district is 
famous for producing, Mr, Wills is ea- 
thusiastic over the project, despite the per- 
sonal discomfort and privations he is bound 
to experience. 

** We will vrobably leave for Skagway 
about May Ist,’’ he said, ‘‘and will be 
ready for business shortly after that. I 
will take with me a staff of seyen young 
men who will be selected from about 200 
applicants, already received from venture- 
some spirits, who are now in the employ of 
the bank throughout the country.”” They 
have as a matter of fact been selected al- 
ready, but I am not in a position as yet to 
give out their names. 


‘* Will you be satisfied to remain in the 


‘| Klondike region for more than a year, Mr. 


Wills ?” 

‘Well, yes,” was the reply, ‘‘a year would 
not be suflicient for me. Iam going there 
to make something out of it, and you can 
rest assured I will.” 


Continuing, Mr. Wills said the bank had 
already forwarded what would be required, 
including proyisions, and all would be in 
readiness when the party would arrive. 
An assay office would be established at 
once, and in addition to being a source of 
revenue to the bank would be a great con- 
venience to the miners, who would not then 
be compelled to send their findings to the 
coast bub would find just as good a market 
for disposing of their gold at their very 
doors. This would also give Oanada the 
handling of almost allthe gold taken out. 
The bank would consist of a two story log 
house built in the customary crude fashion 
of 4 mining camp. 


The upper story will be utilized as the 
sleepiug quarters of ihe bank clerks, who 
would necessarily have to be near at hand 
at all times for purposes of protection. 
The bank would be located on 
the ground floor. A carrier  sys- 
tem would be established at once 
for conveying the gold tw the coast. ‘In 
fact,” said Mr. Wills, ‘* all arrangements 
are completed, This matter has been 
given long and earnest consideration and 
the conclusion to establish this branch was 
only arrived at after every possible point 
had been looked after. We will take in 
our supplies in the same manner as the 
miners, but Ido not look upon the trip 
with any idea that it will be anything but 
pleasant. Why, with all the tramways and 
the several lines across the Chilcoot Pass, 
I don’t count on walking any more than 
six miles at the most. You can under- 
stand navigation will be opened up then 
and we will use canoes.”

After the meeting had been called to 


order the Secretary read two letters from 
the Smead-Dowd Co., which said that the 
Co.'s engineer had protested against the 
manner in which drains had been made by 
the sub-contractor, who claimed he must 
obey the orders of Supt. Smith, who would 
not admit his mistake. The Company com- 

lained that they should be made respons- 
thle for the stubbornness of the Superin- 
tendent, 


Mr, Thos, Hanley, who was the architect 
on the building, was heard, He had visit- 
ed the building and found the closet on the 
north side working improperly, but could 
not say what was the cause of it. He had 
seen several of these systems working else- 
where and they were satisfactory. One 
cause of dampness, he thought, was the 
springy nature of the soll. He had nothing 
to do withthe drains, They were in the 
hands of Mr. Smith. He had taken the 
secels and given them to Mr. Smith to fol- 
ow. 


Mr, Smith was unable to be presentowing 
to illness, , 


Mr. Johnson said he had been largely 
instrumental in getting the system in the 
building here. He had Visited a number of 
schools in which the system was working 
and it was giving satisfactiomin each case. 
Mr, Wills had stated at the last meeting of 
the Board that the Smead-Dowe sys em 
was unsatisfactory in Kingston scnools. 
Mr. Johnson stated most emphatically that 
the system was satisfactory and read a 
letter substantiating his statement. He was 
satisfied that what defects there were in the 
heating and ventilating of the Queen Vic- 
toria School were not through defects in the 
system. He corroborated the statements 
made in the letter from the Smead-Dowd 
Company conceraing the disagreements be- 
tween Mr, Rutley, the company's engineer, 
and Mr. Smith, 

Mr. Wills maintained that he had infor- 
mation that the Saiead-Dowd system had 
been taken out of the Kingston schools. He 
had yisited the Harbord st, school in To- 
ronto, and there they had had trouble with 
the Smead-Dowd system. He did not think 
that the drainage in the local school was 
altogether responsible for the unsatisfactory 
working of the system. He thought the 
mistakes were partly the fault of the Board 
and partly the fault of the con- 
traccors, he would like to see the matter 
settled as soon as possible. 

Mr. Walter Alford was heard. He said 
in making the excavation he had come up: 
on large quantities of water, to relieve 
which the drain was dug. Mr. Smith's 
plan was different from the plan of the 
drain made by Mr, Hanley. Everything in 
the basement was carried out according to 
Mr. Rutley’s orders. In his opinion the 
Board should provide for carrying away the 
water, 


Mr. Tennent said Mr. Smith bad changed 
Mr. Hanley'’s plans. Mr, Rutley had never 
complained to him of the manner in which 
the drains were being excavated.

CAUSE OF THE TRAGEDY, 

Jealousy wos the ease of the trouble, 
When Lathwell and his wife arose they be- 
Fan quarrelling about the Toomey girl, and 
sathwell, becoming ennged, drew a revoly- 
er and eye firing. [he women ran for 
the stairs, but before thy could escape he 
lodged bullets in both o! them. 

Lathwell married Mis Addie Montgomery 
in Sault Ste. Marie abort eight months ago, 
aud soon after, while m a trip cast, met 
Miss Alice Toomey, ant fell in love with 
her, The two came eas and lived together 
in this city. A short tme ago Lathwell’s 
wife appeared on the scme, and, strange to 
Bay the two women agned to live together 
with Lathwell. A fewdays ago the two 
women ran thy but they were located and 
arrested in Buffalo, anc then returned to 
tnis city, where they retumed the same re- 
lations, 

At noon to-day Dr, I’. Guillemont stated 
that all three of the wounded will die, The 
bullet which Lathwell fred into his own 
body passed clear through him, just above 
the heart, One bullet pissed clear through 
Miss Toomey's neck, severing the gullet, 
Another entered her leftside, in dangerous 
proximity to her heart, 


Mrs, Lathwell was shct in the lower part 
of the left breast, and again in the back, on 
the left side. This bulet deflected down- 
ward, and will cause death.

2. Judges, xi; 34—‘*And Jophthah 
came to Mizpah, and his daughter came 
out to meet him with timbrels and with 


3. I, Samuel, xviii: 6 -**The women 
came out singing and dancing to meet King 
Saul.” 

4, II. Samuel, vi :—‘* And David danced 
before the Lord.” [Who do modern 
dancers dance before ?”’) 

5. Psalms, ox-lx : 3—‘' Praise his name 
in the dance.” 

Let us now refer to the Bible accounts 
of dancing by the irreligious : 

1. Idolatrous Israel ; Exodus xxxii ; 19— 
** And it came to pass, as soon as he came 
nigh unto the camp, that ho saw the calf 
and the dancing,’ Thése were church 
members that either never had been godly 
or had back-slidden,. 

2. Degenerate Amalekites: I. Samuel 
xxx; 16—‘*Behold, they were spread 
abroad uponall the earth, eating and 
drinking and dancing.’’

‘These careless young people of 
worldly parents who turned away from God 
desiring neither to know Him nor His 
ways.” 

4. Herodias ; the lewd daughter of an

It is evident that the characters referred 
to in these four passages strikingly repre- 
sent the several classes of persons who 
dance in our day. This consideration 
should certainly turn every Christian moral- 
ist and respectable person from even the 
thought of dancing.

‘That 
there is no instance upon record of social 
(lancing for amugement, except that of the

Every evangel.cal church has pronounce.

from her pulpits sermons, both arguments- 
tive and denunciatory, have been listened 
to by large and interested congregations, 
untilit is a generally accepted truism 
among all Christ-loving, God-fearing, soul- 
wenring Christians, that the pastor wo 
will not preach against it, or sees no harm 
init, must be either too ignorant for a 
spiritual leader, or too cowardly to pose as 
a soldier of God ; and while it is true that 
inany. churches do tolerate it and tolerate 
membors in their communions who indulge 
in it, the fact still remains that if it is a 
spiritual church or one that tries to be such, 
it tolerates it for the sake of the poor weak 
members who persist in iadulging in it, 
hoping that as they grow in yoars they may 
grow in sonse, if not in grace, until they 
shall see both the sin and the folly of the 
indulgence, and even yet be sayed for 
Christ. But the church that encourages it 
and patronizes it is simply too unspiritual 
to do any aggressive work for souls, and

error in family discipline, yet we think that 
the session of each church is fully compe- 
tent to decide when discipline is necessary, 
and the extent to which it shomld be ad- 
ministered,” Would to God this last 
thought was as true as those that precede 
it! But when we sometimes find even 
members of sessions, ruling elders in these 
churches, who, in spite-of all these solemn 
utterances by the General Assembly, per- 
sist in a te the church of God by not 
only tolerating, but discouraging these very 
things— to the disruption of spiritual unity, 
to che propagation of the worldl 


spirit here so mourned—how can such 
a& session deal with a recreant mem- 
bor? ‘Let him that is without 


sin among you first cast the stone.’’ And 
many @ session, incompetent by the fail- 
ures, laxities and sins of its own members, 
upon whose heads holy hands have been 
supposedly laid, finds itself helpless and 
supine in the midst of a growing tendency 
to worldliness ; which, of course, unfits the 
church for spiritual work. 

Then, if our sessions, boards of deacons, 
and official boards generally, are guilty of 
these things, how can they cope with the 
evil and administer discipline, as the Gen- 
eral Assembly seemed so fondly to imagine? 

Now for the Episcopalian Church : 

Bishop Cox, of Western New York, says : 
“The enormity of theatrical exhibitions 
and the jasciviousness of dances, too com- 
monly tolerated in our times, are so dis- 
graceful to the age and so irreconcilable 
with the gospel of Christ, that I feel it my 
duty to the souls of my flock to warn those 
who run with the word to ‘the same ex- 
cess of riot’ in these things, that they pre- 
sume not to come to the holy table. Classes 
preparing for confirmation are informed 
that I will not lay hands, knowingly, on 
any one who is not prepared to renounce 
such things, with other abominations of 
‘the world, the flesh and the devil.’ Let 
all such choose deliberately whom they will 
serve ; and if salvation be worth striving 
for, let them be persuaded to a sober lise, 
to self-denial, and to the pure and innocent 
enjoyments, which the gospel not only per- 
mits, but which it only can create. It is 
high time that the lines should be drawn 
between worldly and godly living ; and I 
see no use ina Lent that is not sanctified 
to such ends,”’ 


Bishop Baldwin, uf London, in a@ letter 
to Rey. W. H. Cooper, says: ‘* The nearer 
we live to Christ, the more we will resemble 
Christ, the branch will always be like the 
vine. In such a view of life as this, namely, 
taking Christ as our example and being 
led of the Holy Ghost in all things, cards 
and dancing have no place.” 


The views ofthe Baptist, Methodist and 
other Christian churches are well known, 
and I willonly state that they are very 
strongly coyeeed to dancing, as it is 
commonly observed. 


It will be a fitting close to this part of my 
address to borrow from Evangelist Crossley 
the views of eminent clergymen and 
evangelists that he has carefully selec ed 
and printed in bis sermon—'‘The Parlor 
Dance.” ; 

Rev, Dr. A. T. Pierson affirms: **The 
modern round dance is to me specially ab- 
horrent. It is an iniquity and a snare.” 


Rev. Dr. Talinage says: ‘The round 
dance is an administrative of evil, and 
ought to be driven out of all respectable 
circles.” 

Rev. Dr. Uoward Crosby declared: 
‘*Three-fourths of the abandoned givls of 
New York were ruined by dancing.” 


The most noted evangelists in thé 
churches speak out against the soci«l dance. 

Y.ev, D, L. Moody, in the city of London, 
declared in my hearing: ‘‘I wouldas leave 
go Out intothe street and eat mud as to 
dance,” 

Rev. E, P, Hammond said in St. Catbar- 
ines : “* As Christians we ymust draw the 
line somewhere : we should certainly draw 
it so as to exclude dancing.” 


Rev. S. P. Jones, with more truth than 
poetry, says: * Dancing is hugging set to 
music,” 

Rev. J. E. Hunter says: ‘*God have 
mercy on the mother that has no more 
sense than to Send her pure daughter to a 
dancing school.” 


Rey. Dr. Geo, F, Pentecost allirms: ‘I 
do not hesitate tu say that the modern 
society dance is essentially immodest. No 
woman, married or single, can participate 
in the dance and retain the firm, keen, 
clear, pure edge of her modesty—I do not 
say chastity but modesty. That you dance, 
shows the keen, sensitive edge of maidenly 
medesty aod woman delicacy has already 
“one. That you blush when I speak of it, 
only shows that there Isa resurrection of 
the blushes that the modern dance has kill- 
ed, and sent long ago to their graves. 

Rev. B. Fay Mills, the noted Presbyterian 
evangelist, thus clearly puts it ** You would 
not allow any minister to sit’ by the side of 
your wife or daughter in the attitude men 
assume in the round dance. If a minister 
would do such & thing you would stop him 
in a rage.”

STANDPOINT 


AN ETHICAL 


As I said tn the beginning of this address 
we are not discussing an ideal dance, but 
the dance as we find it to-day, A very good 
wity to test any Institution, that makes 
claims upon time, health, and money, is to 
observe the character of those who are its 
strongest advocates. Look at them careful 
ly, for they are a mctley crew. They come 
from the clubs of infidelg, they come from 
the circles of the spiritualists and freeloyers; 
they come from the *‘ dance houses” of our 
cities ; they come from the chambers of the 
‘strange woman” whose “ feet goes down 
to death ;” they come from midway revel 
tiles in dens of infamy; they come from the 
darkness of heathenism. These all agree 
in defending the dance as proper and 
essential to thelr enjoyment of life, while 
they almost universally unite in condem 
ning it ifpractised by u Christian. Do not 
suppose for one moment that I design to 
degrade all who uphold dancing to a com 
mon level; for I could not be so unkind and 
ungenerous to thousands of respectable 
people who dance, but who also abrink with 
horror from any 6 yproach of impurity and 
from any association with the vile. My 
design is toshow you, that those in the 
Church wno stand up as witnesses for the 
innovency of dancing, must haye their teati 
mony corroborated, not by the earnest dis 
ciples of Jesus, bub by a crowd with whom 
they would not be willing to appear In the 
advocacy of any other cause,

How Lord Salisbury’s Lllness Is Viewed 
in the United States. 


New York, March 17.—Reforring edl- 
torlally to the temporary retirement of 
Lord Salisbury, the Tribune says: 

‘(Phe announcement of Lord Salisbury’s 
illness will cause world-wideconcern, His 
commanding personality, his disting- 
uished career, his vast power in the pres- 
ent critical state of international affairs 
in four continents, all invest him with 
greater interest than almost any other 
contemporary statesman, As a man all 
the world sympathizes with him, and 
hopes for his speedy restoration to health. 
As the executive head of the Government 
of the greatest empire on the globe, he is, 
of course, variously regarded, according 
to the fxiendliness or hostility of other 
nations to that British policy of which 
he is the obief exponent. But eyen his 
strongest diplomatic opponents would 
probably view with rogret and apprehen- 
sion his withdrawal from office, knowing 
well that thoy could hope to haye in his 
place no more honorable and manly an- 
tagonist than he. oe 

“Tord Salisbury is a statesman upon 
whom, in his official capacity, this nation 
may well look with kindly and admiring 
eyes. He has been the champion of Brit- 
ish interests over those of America. He 
would doubtless, should occasion arise, 
be a ready champion of the Saxon face. 
To him asa man the sympathy of this 
nation is given no less warmly than that 
of his own.”’ 


MURDER IN HIS HEART. 


Lathwell’s Killing of His Wife and Para- 
mour Was Not the Result of an 
Outbreak of Temper, 


Niagara Falls, N.Y., March 17.—It 
develops that Albert Lathwell, who shot 
his wife and Alice Toomey yesterday 
morning, first tried to poison them by 
pouring laudanum in a pail of beer which 
he purchased and gave to them. Failing 
in this attempt to take their lives, he re- 
sorted to surer means, and used his reyol- 
yer with terrible effect. Coroner Slocum 
took the ante-mortem statement of Lath- 
well and his two victims yesterday. 

Lathwell’s father, Joseph Lathywell of 
Orangeville, Ont., was notified, and he 
is now here with his son. 

Alice Toomey, one of Lathwell’s vio- 
tims, was born in Kingston, Ont. 

Mrs. Lathwell Is Dead. 

Albert Lathwell isa murderer. Mrs, 
Lathwell, his wifo, died at the Memorial 
Hospital yesterday morning a few min- 
utes after 10 o'clock. The remains will be 
ate to her home at Sault Ste.

Tho Othors Sure to Die. 

Lathwell’s wounds are yory severe, and 
he will die. The bullet which he fired at 
himself passed right through his body 
just above the heart, and he is uncon- 
solous. The bullet lodged just beneath the 
skin in the back, and was taken out. 

Upon request of Miss Toomey, who is 
yery lov, her mother, Mrs, Alexander 
ro of Oconto, Wis., was sent 
or. 

Causes of the Tragedy. 

The causes which lea up to the trouble 
had their origin eight months ago, when 
Lathwell married Miss Addie Montgom- 
ory at Sault Ste Marly, Mich. Lathwell 
worked at the barber trade in that olty, 
and for a time all was well. 

About a month ago work became slack 
im Sault Ste. Marie, and Lathwell doecid- 
od to come east. Ho left his home, and, 
acoording to the story, had not proceeded 
far on his way when he met a protty 
waitress in a Michigan town with whom 
he immediately bocame infatuated. The 
waitress was Miss Toonisey and the faith- 
less husband and unwise girl started cast. 

They arrived in this city a short time 
ago, and Lathwell engaged in the barber 
business. It was not long afterwards that 
Lathwell’s wife hoard of his whereabouts 
and"of Miss Toomoy’s relations with him, 
She came here and found the two living 
together. But, strange to say, there was 
no trouble. The matter was patched up, 
and the two women, Miss Toomey and 
Mrs. Lathwell, agreed to live together 
with Lathwell. All went well under theso 
arrangements for a few days, but when 
Miss Toomey appeared with a gold watoh | 
and chain, Mrs. Lathwell was angry and | 
demanded an explanation. 

Her husband could not answer her 
questions to her satisfaction, and the two | 
women got togethor and agreed to leave 
Lathwell. Without notifying him, they 
left for Buffalo. That night, when ho 
discovered that his wife and Miss Toomey 
had gono, he got track of thom, and 
located them in Buffalo. He ontered a 
complaint at the Third Preocinot Station 
and charged Miss Toomey with stealing 
the gold watch. 

The two women wero apprehended, and 
they told a story confirming the above 
statomonts. Miss Toomey said that Lath 
woll had given her tho watch, but that 
he denied, Thoir casos were sob down for

The Montreal Gazette remarks: Mr. 












Blair's statement before the invgstigating 
Committee shows that it was well for the 
country that the Senate last year blocked 
the passage of the Drummond County 
Railway deal. The declaration of the 
Toronto Globe in regard to the purchase of 
the road still holds good; ‘The traftic 
over the present line between Montreal 
and Levis (the Grand Trunk) is not more 
than sufficient for the proper maintenance 
of the service.” The increase in business 
by the extension of the Intercolonial will 
‘ not, as the Globe said, counterbalance the 
cost of the double service and management. 
There is hardly even a slight hope that the 
added business the Intercolonial will re- 
ceive will meet the additional cost of man- 
agement and maintenance, the interest on 
the price to be paid for the road, and the 
rental and proportionate share of expenses 
of the section of the Grand Trunk used, 
_ The scheme at its best is but a needless 
duplication of a line that is quite capable 
of carrying all the traftic that originates in 
or can be brought to the country between 
Montreal and Quebec. But the payment 
of $1,600,000 for the road, outright, rolling 
stock included, considering the terms 
on which the Government can now bor- 
row money, is a better arrangement for 
the country than was that of last ses- 
sion, by which $64,000 a year was to be 
paid for ninety-nine years, exclusive of 
the rolling stock. The company, Mr. 
Blair has also declared, has spent a larger 
sum in raising the standard of the road 
than was agreed on in the arrangement the 
Senate rejected, and is also, it seems, to 
expend another hundred thousand dollars, 
for the same object. Mr. Blair's evidence 
before the investigating committee, in fact, 
taken in connection with the terms of the 
new arrangement he has announced, practi- 
cally justifies all of the main objections 
made to the scheme of 1897. The oppon- 
ents of that deal said the Drummond 
County was not a first-class standard rail- 
way; though much has been spent on it 
it is still inferior to the Intercolonial. The 
Opposition said the arrangement of last 
year proposed to give too much for the 
road ; Mr. Blair’s agreement for the pur- 
chase of the line at a lower figure also 
establishes the accuracy of that contention, 
He, moreover, gets a better road, plus the 
rolling stock. The Senate’s action of last 
year in rejecting the arrangement come to 
between Mr. Blair aad Mr. Greenshields 
is fully justified by the new arrangement 
Mr. Blair has been able to make. The 
deal of 1897 was a bad one, and though it 
cannot be said had the agreement of 1898 
is a good one, it isso much superior to its 
_ predecessor that it will give the country a 
better road at less price. The agreement 
of 1898 Is the direct result of the Senate's 
courage in 1897.

COUNT IN THEIR SLEEP, 


Firemen Manage to Kear the Right Signals 
While They Slumber. 

Jacob A. Riis writes of ‘Heroes Who 
Fight Tire’ in The Century. Mr. Rils 
Bays: 

How firemen manage to hear in their 
sicep tho right signal, while they sleep 
right through any number that concerns 
tho next company, not them, Is ono of the 
mysterics that will probably always re- 
miin unsolved. ‘tI don’t know,’’ said 
Department Chief Bonner when I asked 
him once. “I guess it is tho same way 
with eyorybody. You hcar what you have 
to hear. There is a gong right over my 
bed at home, and I hear every stroke of it, 
but I don't hear the baby. My wife hears 
the baby if it as muoh as stirs in its crib, 
but not the gong.’’ Verg likely he is right. 
The fact that the fireman oan hear and 
count correctly the strokes of the gong in 
his slecp has meant life to many hundreds, 
yod no ond of property saved, for ft is in 
the early moments of a fre that 1¢ oan bo 
doalt with summarily. 

Irocall one instance in whioh the failure 
to interpret a signal properly, or the acci- 
dent of taking a wrong road to the fire, 
cost a life, and, singularly enough, that of 
the wife of one of the firemen who an- 
swered the alarm. It was all so pitiful, 
50 tragio, that it has left an indelible im- 
presssion on my mind. It was the firo at 
which Patriok F. Luoas earned the medal 
for that year by smatohing five persons out 
of tho very jaws of death in a Dominick 
street tenement. The alarm signal rang 
in the hook and ladder company’s quarters 
in North Moore street, but wae oither mis- 
understood or they made a wrong start. 
Instead of turning east to West Broadway 
the truck turned west and went galloping 
toward Greenwich street. It was only a 
few seconde, the time that was lost, but it 
Was enough. Fireman Murpby's heart 
went up in bis throat when, ffom his seat 
on the truck as it flew toward the firo, he 
saw that it wes bisown home that was 
burning. Upon the fifth floor he found 
his wife penned in. She died im his arms 
as he carried her to tho fire escape. The 
fire for once had won in the race for a life.

Rev. A. H. Ranton Addressed Three 
Large Congregations Yesterday. 


Rev, A. H. Ranton is not only a man of 
energy but endurance, for after preaching 
at Bridge st. Church yesterday morning | 
and addressing a large congregation at 
Holloway st. Church in the afterncon, he 
preached in Bridge st. inthe eveoing with | 
more vigor that we have seen him yet dis- | 
play. The church was filled again last 
nizht and many people were turned away. 

In making the announcements Rey. Mr, 
Molotyre said that the 'Crustees had agreed, 
in consideration of Mr, Ranton’s services, 
to giye him a free-will offering before his 
departure. As this was the only remuner- 
ation he received he hoped it would be 
liberal, Mr, Ranton, he ssid, gave 234% of 
all he received in this way towards Christian 
objects. The offering will be taken up this 
evening, 

Before the service opened Miss K. Phillips 
sang “O, Lamb of God” and Mr. Frank 
Stafford sang ‘* A Mother’s Prayer.” 

Mr. Ranton’s subject was ‘‘ Rocks,” and 
he took his text from Deuteronomy, 32-31, 
“For their rock isnot as our Rock, even 
our enemies themselves being judges.’ 

These were the last words of one of the 
most distinguished statesman that ever 
lived. Last words were always precious 
words. For forty years this man had been 
the leader of God’s chosen people and he 
was preaching his closing sermon. God is 
referred to in different parts of the Bible as 
arock. Whatever a man would make most 
sacrifices for was his rock. It would be in- 
teresting, if he had time, to discuss the ad- 
vantages of Christianity this side of heaven.. 
He did not believe in a man making Christ 
the dumping ground of his sins, or in other 
words, for a man to live all his life in sin 
and when death was near to accept Christ. 
He believed it psid financially to be a chris- 
tian. here were ten toll gates on the road 
to heil to one on the road to heaven. The 
world paid a tribute of value to christianity. 
Men may dance with the society women, 
but when they wanta wifethey begin to 
slide around prayer meetings and are found 
at church services. He proceeded to define 
infidelity, which he said was iconoclastic 
in its character, tearing down out leaving 
nothing to repluce. Infidels make preten- 
sions of superior bible knowlede, but nine 
tenths of them know little or nothing of 
God's word, [yverywhere and in all walks 
of life the brightest minds acknowledged 
Christ as their Saviour, Infidelity left no 
hope for us. It took the last star from our 
sky. He took up the agnostic, whom he 
described as one who said he did not knéw. 
The practical agnostic was one who cut 

himself loose from all restraint and in- 
fluenze for good. God alone could answir 
thelr yearning. Edgar Allen Poe was an 
example of the ‘‘I don’t know” class. The 
agnostic rock was not as the Christian Rock. 
A Christian never changed his belicf at the 
last moment. He quoted the last words of 
se. eral Christians all bearing out this argu- 
ment. The only safe rock was Jesus Christ.

Some Censure Was Kxpressed Upon Mr. 
Sponker for Ianding That Letter Back 
Unopened—Sir Adolphe Caron Said the

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said the statute laid 
that if a member wrote out his 
resignation and had it witnessed by two 
mombers of the House, and then handed 
it, or caused it to bo handed to the 
Speaker, i¢ was the duty of the Speakor 
to issue his warrant fora now olection. 
Ho submitted that a care for an investi- 
gation had boon made out, If Mr. Brun- 
eau had any intention of resigning his 
sont, ho had not caused his intention, so 
deolared, to bo delivered to the Speaker, 
inasmuch as he withdrew his letter bo- 
foros Mr. Spoaker saw it. He contended 
that Mr. Bruneau had a right to with- 
draw his letter up to such time as the 
Speaker took action upon it, 


down 


Bruneau was still a momber of the House. 
Sir Charles Tupper Not Satisfied, 

Sir Charles Tupper said the Premier's 
statement could not bo regarded as satis- 
factory to the House. The alinost inyari- 
able practice in this Parliament and the 
Mother Country had been to refer to tho 
proper committee on what he might term 
the slimmest kind of statement the ques- 
tion of tho right of a momber to occupy 
a scat in Parliamont. Tho case of Spoaker 
Anglin showed how easily possible it was 
to make a prima facie case against a 
member. In that caso Parliament even 
Wont out of its way to secure the fullest 
investigation. He pointed out that the 
statute governing cases of this nature pro- 
vided that ‘‘the member so tendering his 
resignation shall be hold to haye vacated 
his seat, and shall be no longer a mem- 
ber of the House.’’ The facts showed that 
tho rosignation had beon properly made 
out and had gone into the absolute con- 
trol of the Speaker. English precedents 
showed that once these solemn steps were 
taken [t was neither in the power of the 
Speaker nor the Goyernment to prevent 
the intention of the member so resigning 
from being carried out. He commented 
upon the fact that the custom was fora 
momber whose seat in Parliament was 
questioned to rise in his place and make 
a statement of his position and “hon re- 
tire, but no such statement was forth- 
coming from Mr. Bruneau, although 
ample notice had been given to the hon, 
1.vnver that the 
brought up. 

Mr. Casey maintained that no case for 
enquiry had been maintained. 

Speaker Edgar Criticised. 

Mr. Bennett called attention to an 
article in tho Montreal Star of March 14, 
in which the honor of Mr. Speaker Edgar 
in this matter was impugned. It was 
always understood that the presiding 
officer of the House should hold himself 
aloof from party while occupying the 
position of Speaker. And yet Mr. Speaker 
had not yentured to challenge the state- 
ments of the Star. The allegation had 
been made in the newspapers that Mr, 
Spoaker was aware that the document 
contained in the letter from Mr. Bruneau 
was his resignation. It was due to thé 
Speaker himself that all the facts should 
be enquired into. He was bound to say 
Mr. Speaker's statement of fact was care- 
fully, not to say cunningly, devised. 

Mr. Speaker said he could not allow 
absolute silence in contradicting a state- 
ment from the chair, 

Mr, Bennett, continuing, said all the 
facts served to show that in the interest 
of the Speaker thero should be the fullest 
investigation of this matter. 

Mr. McInerney called attention to the 
fact that in Mr. Speaker's statement from 
the chair on Monday last he did not say 
whether he knew the envelope contained 
Mr. Bruneau’s resignation or not. The 
dignity of the House and the honor of 
Mr. Speaker required the fullest invyesti- 
gation of this case, 

Some Ticklish Questioning. 


Sir Louis Dayies could find no fault 
with the manner in which both Sir 
Charles Tupper and Mr.*McInerhey had 
presented the case, but hoe did object to 
Mx. Bennett's attack on Mr, Speaker by 
the circulation of anonymous correspond- 
enco in the newspaper. 

Mr. Bennott—I quoted from editorial 
matter of the Montreal Star, which is re- 
sponsible for its utterances. 

“‘At any rate,”’ Sir Louis continued, 
‘it was an unmanly course.’’ He went 
on to argue that the condition essential 
to action was absent, namely, the recoipt 
by the Speaker of Mr. Bruneau’s declara- 
tion. 

Mr. Bergeron—If Mr. Speaker had been 
told by the Minister of Public Works or 
the Premier, or the Liberal whip, that 
Mr. Bruneau’s resignation had been 
mailed to him, would Mr, Speaker be 
justified in handing back that envelope to 
Mr. Bruneau, contending that he had not 
receiyed his resignation? 

Sic Louls replied that there was suffl- 
clent to argue upon in the way of fact 
without importing matters of imagination 
into the debate. 

‘*Thoen,’’ said Sir Charles Hibbert Tup- 
per, ‘‘the hon. gentleman goes so far as 
to hold that if tho Speaker rocolyed no let- 
ter containing a member's resignation 
dnd left it on his desk, refusing to open 
it, the member could not yacate his seat. 

Sir Louis Dayies could only reply by 
asking what good could result «from 
finogining acts of malfeasance on the 
part of the Speaker. 

The Opposition Protested, 

This observation elicited protests of 
Aisapproyal from the Opposition. 

Wine debate was continued by Mr. Bor- 
den and Mr, Quinn, the IlInatter contend. 
ing that the mere receipt of the doou- 
mont by the Bpenker constituted a re- 
aignation vacating the esat.

Int SENATE AAS NO RIGHT 


To Initiate Legislation Dealing 
With Public Revenues. 


Noithor Has the Upper House the Right to 
Amend Such Legislation, According to 
Hon, David Mills—Yukon Bill Debate 
Opened by the Government Leader in 
the Red Chamber—Senator Kirchhof- 
fer Gave Mr. Sifton a ‘“‘Roast,.'’ 


Ottawa, March 28.—Thero was quite a 
large audience behind tho bar of the Sen- 
ate yesterday afternoon to listen to the 
Yukon Railway dubato. 

Mr. Mills moved the seoond reading. 
Ho sald in framing the bill the Govorn- 
ment had properly gauged public senti- 
ment on the subject of securing railway 
communication with the Yukon country, 
when they decided to pay for the railway 
by a land grant instead of by a cash sub: 
sidy. There was a strong feeling through- 
out tho country against any more of the 
public funds being expended to aid rail- 
way construction. ‘Tho lands of the Yu- 
kon district were a part of the public 
domain, and as such must be regarded as 
a part of the public reyenues. ‘Tho™ dis- 
position of these reyenues was a matter 
which peculiarly belonged to the Lower 
House. The Senate had no right to initi- 
ate legislation dealing with the public 
reyenues, nor had it the right to amend 
such legislation. The Senate could approve 
of or reject the present bill, but it could 
not make amendments to it. 

Political Situation Important. 


The rush of miners into the Yukon 
country showed the necessity for securing 
immediately railway communication. Tho 
political situation in the Yukon was as 
important as the comiercial situation. 
The Goyernment in deciding which route 
it would select in building a railway into 
that country had held the political con- 
siderations as paramount. It was held 
that it was a necessity that Canada 
should haye a highway into the country 
through her own territory. If sho did not 
have that she would have to depend upon 
the good will of the people of the United 
States, whether the Canadian trado pass- 
ing into the Yukon country would be 
submitted to duty or not. The Govern- 
ment in selecting the Stikine ronte decid- 
ed to construct that portion from Glenora 
to Lako Teslin first, and utilize the Sti- 
kine river for the first year or so, until 
the railway could be completed to Ob- 
seryatory Inlet, in the event of it being 
found impossible to utilize the Stikine 
River for all the purposes of an all-Cana- 
dian route. 

Dalton Route the Shortost. 


He admitted that the route over the 
Dalton trail from Pyramid Harbor to 
Rink Rapids had the advantage of being 
the shortest and most natural route into 
the country, but maintained that any 
railway built over the route would neces- 
satily be under the control of the United 
States. 

As to Taking in Armed Men, 


Over a route of that kind it would be 
impossiblo for Canada to sond into tho 
Yukon country the armed forco necessary 
to preseryo law and order, and. Canadian 
trade would be at the mercy of the 
Amoricans in the matter of customs rogu- 
lations. 

Senator Macdonald wanted to know if 
it would be possible for the Canadian 
Government to take in arms and mon by 
the Stikine-Toslin routef 

Hon. David Mills said he had ilready 
explained that the railway would extend 
down to Observatory Inlet in the event 
of there being any difficulty on that sub- 
ject. The construction of the railway 
from Lake Teslin to Glenora this year 
was intended to give accoss to the coun- 
try and take in food and clothing to the 
minors this fall. It was all the Govorn- 
mont could undertake in a single year, 
and would form tho initial section of tho 
ultimate road down to Obseryatory Inlet,

The Solicitor-General Introduces 
It in the House. 








Mr. Fitepatrick, in Speaking to Mis 


Moasure, Claimed That Sir John 


Thompson Intended to Maso His Ke- 


vision on the Provinolal Lists Sir 
Charles Tupper on That Bitter Expoerl- 


once—The Promilor's Ploased Reply. 


Ottawa, March 238.—The House began 
business yesterday afternoon with a 
marked paucity of Government mombers 
in ovidence. Sir Henri Joly was tho only 
Minister present, but the Premier and 
others dropped in later. 

Dr. Sproulo got a first reading for his 
bill to prevent combinations formed in 
restraint of trado. 

The San Jose Scalo, 


Mr. Chariton mado a lengthy speech in 
denunciation of the San Jose Scale bill as 
nm hardship on importers of nursery stock. 

Mr. McCleary said that since the pass- 
age of the bill ho had spent soveral days 
in the Niagara district, and he could say 
no more popular bill éver passed Parlia- 
ment. Already it had done good to the 
Canadian tnduatry by promoting the de- 
mand for Canadian grades of nursery 
stock. The first result he had soon was 
an order placed yesterday for 8,000 treos 
in Niagara; which would otherwise have 
gone to the States. Ho trusted the Goy- 
ernment would pay no attention to Mr, 
Charlton's complaint on the score of in- 
jury to an Amorican industry. 

The discussion was oontinuod by 
Messrs. Casoy, Hughes, MoMullon, 
Maclean and Semple, and by Messrs, Mo- 
Noill, Sproulo and Henderson , who pro- 
tested against any dependence being put 
upon inspection of imported stock. Thoy 
assured the Minister of Agriculture that 
the sympathy of tho country was with 
the bill, 

Mr. Fisher justified the bill, assuring 
tho House that nothing but prohibition 
would shut out the pest, the process of 
disinfection not being successful. 

Mossrs. Ellis, McGregor and MoMillan 
followed. The latter rejoiced in tho legis- 
lation which would protect the Canadian 
fruit growers, for ho believed that if pro- 
tected from outside interference they 
could supply the Canadian market. 

Mr. Foster rallied tho last speaker 
upon his conyersion to sound protection 
principles. Ho endorsed tho legislation 
complained of by Mr Charlton, but 
thought the Goyernment ought, under 
the ciroumstanoces, to consider the quos- 
tion of compensation to those whose busi- 
ness was suddenly affected by the bill. 
Whisky in the Yukon Country. 


Mr. Davin quoted from the letter ™m 
Constable Owen in the Citizen,and salt it 
appeared whisky and cigars were tho 
most plentiful commodities in Dawson 
City. Mr. Dayin had been informed that 
whisky permits had been issued lately 
from Ottawa, and he wanted to know 
abont it. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied that he did 
not think any permits had-been issued 
from Ottawa, certainly not recently. 


THE FRANCHISE ACT, 





Mr. Fitzpatrick Moved the Second Read- 
ing of the New Measure, 


Mr. Fitzpatrick, Solicitor-General, 
moyed the second reading of the bill to 
repeal the Electoral Franchise Act and 
amend tho Electors’ Act. He contended 
that Sir John Thompson had, in 1894, 
announced his intention to adopt the pro- 
yinolal lists as the basis of the Dominion 
franchise, He even drafted his bill on 
that principle; but through some outside 
influence he grafted upon it the idea of 
the revising barrister. ~The cost of the 
franchise in the ten years betweon 1885 
and 1895 had been $1,500,000 at least, 
The Government did not belieye in the 
principle of uniformity. It belioyed in a 
franchise fixed by Municipal Counolls. 
Speaking: for Quobeo, he held it would 
be unfair to impose manhood suffrage 
upon it, 

A Bitter Experience, 

Sir Charles Tupper said the Solicitor- 
General had altogether misapprehended 
the principles which goyerned Sir John 
Thompson. The experience of our de- 
pendence upon the provincial franchise 
was a bitter one. He would only instance 
the case of Nova Scotia, where, after the 
provincial election, a franchise bill was 
passed especially for the Dominion, ono 
which the proyince noyer used for itself. 
If it were proposed to avail of the soryice 
of the municipal officers in the prepara- 
tion of a local Mst, why not go farthor 
and haye them prepare a Dominion list? 
It was Sir John Thompson's intention to 
have the provincial lists made the basis 
for the Federal revision. With the excep- 
tion of Quobeo and Noya Scotia man- 
hood suffrage prevailed throughout Can- 
ada, and he declared that the Goyorn- 
ment eould not do better than adopt this 
prinoiple for the Federal franchiso with- 
out surrendering parllamentary control 
of the matter. 

Tho Premier Was Gratified. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in reply, oxpressed 
gratification at tho calm judicial tone in 
which the Opposition leader discussed the 
question. Tho House was agreed on the 
necessity for franchise reform. 
eral proposal was to tauko the provincial 
franchise, the regulation of the franchise 
being a domestic affair, Sir Wilfrid con. 
cluded by culogizing the provincial eleo- 
toral machinery and the officers who 
manipulated it. 

The debate was continued by Mr. Ross 
Robertson, Mr. Wood (Brookville), Dr. 
Sproule, Dr. Macdonald and Mr. Craig. 

Mr. MoMullen followed in fayor of the 
proyinolal franchise, 

Mr. Bennett followed in eriticism of 
the proposal to hand oyer the franchise 
of the Dominion to the partisan muachin- 
ery of the Provincial Governments, In 
the course of his address ho roferred to 
the wholesale disfranchisement of Do- 
minion officials in Nova Scotia. 

Mr. Ficlding Was Hit. 

This observation brought Mr. Fielding 
to his foot with the observation that 
there was nothing to be ashamed about 
in that connection. But then, when con 
fronted with tho lmputation of unmanli- 
noss, Mr. Fielding hinted that it had 
been the work of his predecessors in the 
local Promilorship. 

Thonce the discussion drifted to the in- 
ducomont held out by Mr. Fiolding to 
tho Nova Scotia electors in 1801, that the 
duty would be remoyea from flour. 

Mr. Fielding denied it,

Sir Prank Smith Pavors the Dil. 

Sir Frank Smith rosumoed the debate. 
Ho regarded it as his duty to explain the 
reasons why he was in favor of the Goy- 
Ho was not ucting as 
a partivan, but in what he considered to 
he tho bost interests of tho country, Hoe 
had no friends in. the Government, nor 
wus he interested in the contractors 
securing the contract for this railway, 
excopt for public reasons. Speaking as a 
merchant, ho wanted to the gold 
flulds of the Yukon developed, and in 
order to secure that, rapid transportation 
facilities were urgontly required, The 
fnmedinte construction of this railway 
ho rocarded as a necessity to the develop 
nent of that country in tho intorests of 
Crhnada, 

Pavers an All-Canadlan Route, But— 


He was In favor of an all Canadian 
routo if imoould be accomplished in time 
to enable Canada to got the advantage 
of having the first railway communica 
ton into tho country, The Kdmonton 
route he regarded as the best for the 
tride Interests of Cahada, but the objec: 
tion fo if was that it would take four or, 
five yours to consttuct a line of railway 
over it, and a railway was imporatively 
neoded now. 

When the proposition to construct the 
Canadian Pacific Railway was first 
mooted he was considered crazy for the 
views he expressed ubout the necessity 


ernmong monsure, 


£00 


for tho construction of that great 
national highway. His views had come 
true, and since that time he had never 


had occasion to be ashamed of the ylews 
he held at first. In providing for the 
construction of the G.P.R. the Conserva 
tive Government ‘and the  conftactors 
who built that road had taken an enorm- 
ous -visk. No one-could estimate what the 
oxtent of that risk was beforchand. ‘This 
was a similar case. The risk was not so 
great; theconsideration was also smmiler, 
A Fanny Comparison. 

Senator Boulton—Do you moan tocom- 
paro the building of the C.P.R. with the 
building: of this little tramway? 

Sir Frank Smith—The hundred and 


‘fifty miles of tramway is only a begin- 


ning. It would serye tho immediate 
necessity, and give railway communica- 
tion with the country, and its oxtension 
to a Canadian port later would give to 
Canada a vailway to the Yukon, all in 
Canadian territory. 

Ready to Withstand Sneers. 

“As a Consorvative,’’ continned Sir 
Frank, when he was interrupted by 
Sonator Almon calling ont “Hear, hear.” 
Turbing around, the Senator from 
Toronto, in Angry tones, declared that he 
was neither a traitor nor a deserter of 
his party. He would not tuke the sncers 
of members of the Senate or anybo:ly 
else without resenting them.” Ho wanted 
nothing from anybody, and claimed the 
right to speak theconyictions of his soul. 


Senator Miller's Rejoinder, 


Mr. Miller said Sir Frank was so 
rarely on the wrong side of any question 
before the Senate that he might well be 
forgiven. He was sure, however, that Sir 
Frank was sincere in his convictions. In 
listening to the speech of the Minister of 
Justice yesterday hecould not bit realize 
that Mr. Mills felt his task was both 
dificult ant disagreeable, The public 
manifestations in this country were so 
clearly in opposition to this bill that the 
Senate surely could not be led to bolieve 
by Mr. Mills that this contract was a 
good one, or that the Government had 
adopted the best measures for securing 
the object they all had in view. Tho 
measure before the House was unjuat; 
unwise and most objectionable. 

Mr. Mills and Mr. Scott, as members 
of the Goyernient, stood too high in the 
estiaation of the Senate to lend to the 
suspicion that they had anything but tho 
truc interests of the country at heart. 
The same thing, however, could not be 
said of their colleague, Mr. Sifton. 

The Globe's article explanatory of the 
deal showed anxicty, trepidation and self- 
guiltiness, combined with a mixture of 


audicity, mendacity and boastfulness. 
The care with which the Government 


had its newspaper organs announce tho 
torms of .the contract and the suppros- 
sion of actual facts at the outset was 
sufficient to create suspicion in the 
public mind as to the true nature of this 
linprovident meusure. Bu the fucts 
became known the press spoke out. “he 
Ottawa Citizen took tho lead in exposing 
this enormous sacrifice of public interests, 
and it was quickly followed by all tho 
great Conséryative journals of tho 
country.

Sixth, Because tho conetruction of a 
line of railway from the head of the 
Lynn Canal was tho most natural and 
direct moans of securing railway com- 
munication with the Klondike, and was 
the route which should haye been adopted 
when the ground of urgency was pleaded 
by the Government. 

Seventh. Because the routo by way of 
Hdmonton was the only all-Canudian 
route which would give Canada an 
opportunity of competing with the people 
of tho United States in supplying the 
trade of the Yukon country, On any one 
of these grounds, he contended, the Senate 
was justified in refusing to give Its 
assont to the measure, 

Hamilton Smith's Offer. 

Referring to Mr. Hamilton Smith's 
offer, he sald that gentleman had been 
fooled by tactics which, surely, he had 
neyor expected from a Minister, ‘The 
manner in which Mr. Smith bad been 
troatod was most discreditable to tho 
parties with whom he had to deal. 

Senator Miller condemned in the most 
emphatic manner tho nction of the Gov 
ernmmont in entering into this contract 
on the eve of the mecting of Parliament. 
Ho believed if competition had been 
invited half a dozen reliable firms would 
haye competed for the building of the 
line decided upon. Tho plea of urgency 
Was ontirely swept away by tho fact that 
for more than one year the Government 
had had full knowledge of tho discoveries 
of tho enormous gold fields of the Yukon; 
despite which, for months they did 
nothing. He was informed on roliable 
authority that ifthis bill passed, with all 
the onormous concessions inyolved in it, 
the contractors would immediately go on 
the London murket and raise $20,000,000, 
or eyen more, 

Senate's Power Undisputed. 

The true national policy to pursue 
regarding this matter was to build a rail- 
way from Edmonton, ‘The power of the 
Senate to reject this bill, or any other of 
a similar character, was undisputed. It 
was remarkable to note the conciliatory 
tone of a certain portion of the press 
towards the Senate, from which thoy 
were accustomed to receive the coarsest 
abuse. Thero was a purpose in this 
changed tone of the newspapers, but 
neither threats nor coaxing would have 
any influence in the Senate when called 
upon to discharge a great and important 
duty. It was a mistake to say that by 
rejecting the bill the "Senate would be 
overriding the popular will. On the con- 
trary, tho Senate, by rojecting this bill, 
would be protecting the public. He called 
upon tho Senate to fearlessly and un- 
flinchingly oxercise its powers by reject- 
ing the.bill. - 

Senator Macdonald (British Columbia) 
opposed the bill, and concluded by 
moying the six months’ hoist. 

Senator Scott's Defence. 

Senator Scott, speaking after recess, 
said he could hardly credit the reports 
he had heard that the Senate would 
throw out this bill, but the applause 
which greeted Mr. Miller’s remarks 
showed that the conclusion of the Senate 
was a foregone one. Under all cireumn- 
stances the Stikine route was tho best 
one that could be chosen, The Edmonton 
route was not what it was claimed to be. 
The Mounted Police, who had tried to 
get through that way, had had to kill 
their horses, c 

Continuing, he said that Mr Hamilton 
Smith had made his offer after the con- 
tract with McKenzie and Mann had been 
signed. Lots of people would do the same 
thing now Messrs. McKenzie and Mann 
were taking great risks. Indeed, this 
whole venture was a gamble. He believed 
99 per cent. of the land in the Yukon 
country was valueless; he mightevon say 
that not one-half per cent. was valuable. 
If this project wore not carried out it 
would be a much more serious loss than 
two or three million dollars. 

“No Benefit to People Genorally, 

Mr. Scott declared that not one per 
cent. of the people of Canada would 
benefit directly out of the Yukon district. 
The contractors, however, would employ 
Canadian labor, and every industry in 
the Dominion would benefit, and was 
beneilting, by the demand for supplies. 

He did not approve of the attacks made 
upon the Senate in the newspapers. Ho 
belleyed the -Goyernment papers were 
doing serfous harm in criticising the 
Senate. 

He oxpressed his regret that the 
soryice of an American newspaper man, 
Mr. Livernash, had to be invoked to 
denounce the Stikine route and boom tho 
American routes, Mr, Slavin, 4 practical 
miner from the Klondike, had written a 
lotter in which ho pointed out that the 
miners’ delegates wore not authorized 
to deal with anything but tho mining 
regulations. 

Mr. Macdonald (British Columbia)— 
Mr. Slavin was present at tho meeting 
yesterday, and he had not the courage to 


go up and contradict Mr. Livernash 
there. 
Mr, Masson—'The miners’ delegates 


presented their oredontials, which showed 
‘that they had been sont hero by 25,000 
men. Two of the dologates are Cana- 


dians. 
Senator Scott proceeded to deal with 
the Jeni subsidy, and combatted the 


gstatemnont of Mr, Liveruash that the con- 
tractors had the right to take the timbor. 
Could Not See a Redeoming Feature. 
Sonator Prowse said, aftor studying the 
bill carefully, he could not sco in {it any 
redeeming feature. Ho recognized tho 
gravity of the Senate rejecting this bill, 
and was propared to give thom the boneflt 
of the doubt, but folt, in the Interesta of 





the country, that it would be better to 
rellove tho Government from tho un- 
fortunate position in which they had 
placod thomselyos in making this bad 
bargain 

Col, Boulton moved tho adjournment 
of tho debate, und the Sonate adjourned 
at 10.15 o'clock

Received Its Quietus in Com- 
mittee by a Vote of 60 to 43, 


Proposal Introduced to Bonus Farmors as 
an Impetus to Producing Hutter for 
the British Market — Mr. 
Again Agitated for Running Rights

House Proceedings. 


Ottawa, Maroh 28.—In the House yes- 
terday Mr Reid (Conservative, Grenville), 
offered a resolution declaring that the 
Government should take immediate steps 
to do something moro to assist in the 
doyelopment of our butter trade, ‘and 
this House is of the opinion that the 
Government should place in the estimates 
for the prosont session an amount to be 
paid to the farmers direct, by way of a 
bonus of one cont por pound, on a spect- 
fled quality of our finest froah creamery 
butter to be exported to Great Britain, 
while fresh and in condition to secure a 
reputation for itsolf, and establish a last- 
ing demand, and that this bonus be oon- 
tinued for threo consecutive years, Tho 
bonus to be increased at the discretion 
of the Government on butter made 
during tho winter months. All such 
butter to be subject to a rigid Goyern- 
ment inspection. 

“That this bonus be paid to only those 
farmers who will furnish for export 
regular supplies.”’ 

Impetus to Dairy Farming. 

The mover contended that the Cana- 
dian supply of cheeso to Great Britain 
has reachod a satisfactory point, and that 
the best impetus which could be given 
to dairy farming in Canada would be 
the encouragement of a butter iudustry, 
While the Dominion supplied but a yery 
small portion of the British butter 
supply, there could bo no doubt {it was 
as rich a dairy country as any of those 
countries from which the bulk of that 
supply was drawn. Hoe therefore urged 
a bonus to the manufacturers of butter. 
That plan had worked well in Quebeo, 
and those who were opposed to it were 
not farmers, but dealers and exporters, 
and he wanted the bonus paid to the 
farmer direct. 

Mr. Moore (Conservative, Stanstead) 
thought it would be unfair to pay the 
bonus to creameries and leave the dairy- 
men out of consideration. He, 
congratulated tho mover of the resolution 
upon his able adyocacy of the farmers’ 
interests in this matter. He suggested 
that the resolution be amended to have 
the bonus apply to dairy butter also. 

Mr. Dayin, supporting the resolution, 
pointed out that it was by such 
encouragement as proposed by Dr. Reid 
that Denmark had built up her splendid 
export butter trado. 

Where Ontario Suffered. 

Mr. Fisher replied that the experience 
of Quebec in bonusing the export butter 
trade was not such as to lead him to fayor 
the experiment in the Dominion gener- 
ally. The result had been that the bonus 
went into the hands of the oxporter, and 
not the farmer. He would point out that 
Dr. Reid's estimate of Ontario's export 
of butter was not fair to that proyinoe, 
because much of it went out by way of 
Montreal and was credited to Quebeo. 
For three years the export of Canadian 
butter to England had doubled each year. 
Last year it had increased by two-thirds 
over tho supply of the previous year, 
Owing to the cold storage improyemonts, 
our butter was attaining a high reputa- 
tion, so we did not need a bonus. It was 
not by means of a bonus that our cheese 
trado had been builtup. It was, after all, 
only an artificial stimulus, and did not 
achieve satisfactory results, the Minister 
thought. He therefore disapproved of the 
resolution. 

Montague and McMullen, 


Dr. Montague considered that 
farmers of Canada owed a debt of grati- 
tude to Dr. Reid for his presentation of 
their case, and was sorry that the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture had not turned a more 
sympathetic ear to the hon. moember’s 
appeal, 

Mr. MoMullen thought it strange that 
the Tory Goyernment neyer thought of 
establishing those agencies when they 
were in power. 

Dr. Montague—Oh, yos, we did. 

Mr, MoMullen—Just before the general 
election. _ 

Dr. Montague—You wouldn’t give us 
tho money. 

Mr. MoMullen said that if he thought 
a bonus necessary * he would support the 
resolution, but ho thought we were 
getting along well enough without it. 
Anyway, he would not like to seo the 
bonus confined only to farmers who 
could supply butter all the year round. 

A Little Cross-Firing, 


Mr. Craig regretted that tho Inst 
speaker couldn’t approach any subject 
excopt in a party sp irit. 

Dr. Sproule—Narrow-mindedness, 

‘Who,’’ continued Mr, Craig, ‘‘had 
brought the cheese trade to its present 
position? Who had _ started the cold 
storage scheme and encouraged the manu- 
facture and shipment of butter ona 
skilful basis? All these things the Con- 
servative party had done, oftentimes with 
the opposition of the Liberals.’’ He 
fayored a trial of the bonus, 

Dr. Sproule rallied Mr MoMullen 
upon his partisan treatment of overy 
project for the advantage of the farmer 
brought up by the Conservatives. It was 
the Conservatives who establishod the 
Experimental Farm, against the protests 
of Mr. McMullen. The Conservatives also 
added the dairy branch and appointed 
the Dairy Commissioner, ostablished and 
put on a practica) working basis the cold 
storage system; and he gaye Mr. Fisher 
credit for carrying it out and in a general 
way doing the best he could for the 
farmor. Moreover, the Conservatives had 
spent $20,000 in introduciag Canadian 
butter In England, and would hayo had 
agencies established there had they 
remained in power. Whether or not the 
bonus was the best mothod of encourag- 
ing the trade, was open to quostion, 
but at loast the farmers owed Dr. Roeld a 
debt of gratitude for his endeavors in 
their bohalf. 

Mr. Campbell (Liberal, Kent) opposed 
the bonus, but would like to see an agent 
appointed to look after the marketing of 
butter in tho Old Country. He moved 
the adjournmont of the debate. 

The debate was continued by Mossrs. 
Henderson, Frost, ‘Taylor, MoMillan, 
Broder, Bain and Pope, who was speaking 
when the House rose for dinner.

Anglo-Egyptinn Cavulry Meet Dervishes 
aud Have a Sharp Engagement, 


Atbara (on the Nile), March 24.—An 
Anglo-Kgyptian cayalry patrol was in 
contact with a large party of Dervish 
horsemen on Monday 11 miles up the 
river. 


A smart engagement took place, in 


which hand to-hand encounters with 
spears occurred, and the Dervishes were 
driven back. The horse artillery went to 
the support of the Anglo-Egyptian 
cavalry and shelled the Dervishes at 
fifteen hundred yards, doing considerable 
execution. The Anglo-EKgyptian loss was 
seven men killed and cight men wounded. 
The patrol returned to Rashudi before 
midnight, bringing the wounded. No 
British officers were wounded. 

A force of 400 Doryish cayalry appeared 
a few miles from here on Tuesday morn- 
ing. It was met by a squadron of cavalry 
and a force of Soudanese, who droye off 
the Dervishes with considerable loss, 
following them some . miles beyond 
Abadar.

Ottawa, March 25.—An important con- 
ference wus held yosterday between Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, Hon, W. 8, Fielding, and 
Hon. Sidney Fisher, on one hand, and 
Roy. Dr, Carman, Rey. Dr. Potts, Rey. 
Dr. Saunders and J, T. Moore, of Toron- 
to, representing the Methodist Church of 
Canada, ‘Tho yisitors represented that it 
would not do to include any considera- 
tion on the plebiscite ballot aside from 
the single issue as to whether the prohi- 
bition of the liqnor traffic shall or shall 
not become the law of the land. They 
asked for no snap yerdict, but a fair and 
honest expression of opinion by all classes 
of the community. It was pointed out 
that the Methodist Church ropresents the 
‘largest Protestant community in Canada, 
It is independent as to politics, and if 
there is any one thing that would tend to 
unite it, that thing would be tho fight 
for prohibition. They are prepared to take 
any consequence which the passage of a 
prohibitory law may inyolye in the mat- 
ter of reyenue. Whatever tho Goyornment 
may devise, even to the extent of direct 
Mr, | taxation, will be concurred in. If the con- 
sequences of prohibition are to be consid- 
ered, let them be pus forward in a’sub- 
sequent plebiscite. 

Sir Wilfrid Respects Methodism, 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier in reply, said there 
Was no organization, so far as he was 
concerned, whose opinions would carry 
more weight than the Methodist Church. 
While he might not agree with all tho 
views expressed, yot ho was certain that 
no snap verdict should be given.

London, March 25.—Tho Pekin corres 
pondent of tho Times says: ‘China 
| terday (Wodnesday) agrood to all 
Russian demands. The following are the 
concessions; A lease of Port Arthur for 
25 years as 4 fortified nayal base; 
of Ta-Lion-Wan for 25 yours, a8 an open 
port and as the torimnus of the trins 
Manchurian Railway with a right of for- 
tifleation, and the right for the Russians 
to construct a railway from Potuna (in 
Manchuria on the Sungarl River) to Ta- 
Lien-Wan and Port Arthur on the same 
torms as stipulated in the case of tho 
trans-Manchurlan Railway. 

“China saves her face by retaining 
nominal sovereign rights, which, how: 
evor, sho is poworless to assert, the lease 
being equivalent to cession.” 

May Compel England to Action, 

Tho Times, referring editorially to the 
dosputch of its Pokin correspondent as to 
the Chinese concessions to Russia, says: 

“The news is so serious that it may 
compel England to take inmmediate action, 
If the Russian demands aro allowed to 
prevail we shall bo obliged to recognize 
the fact that China Js about to be rapidly 
reduced to the position of the Khanates 
of Central Asia, first terrorized and para- 
lyzed» and ultimately swallowed up by 
Russia.”’ 

Russian Army Reserve Warned, 

Tho St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph says: ‘‘ All classes of the 
Russian army reseryo haye been warned 
to hold thomselyes in readiness to be 
summoned to seryloe, and on account of 
the difficulties In Corea {it has been de- 
cided to despatch to Enst Africa a corps 
of 50,000 men of the first line of resery- 
ists.’'

THE SPRING FLOODS. 


The Ohio River on a Rampage—Most 
Destructive Flood Since 1884— 
A Train Wrecked. 


Buffalo, March 25.—Reports from towns 
situated upon the Ohio River and its 
branches state that there has been great 
damage caused by floods. At “Pittsburg, 
Pa,, the rise in the Allegheny River regis- 
tered 80 feet by the Government gauge 
yesterday. The flood is the most destruc- 
tive known since the memorable one of 
1884. The lowlands of the olties aro flood- 
ed and ft will be a week at least before 
business can recoyer in theso sections, 
All the railroads ontering in Pittsburg 
and Allegheny ,jhaye been crippled and 
traffic is suspended. No loss of life has 
been reported, but tho damage will 
amount to $100,000 in the Allegheny 
region alone. 

At Columbus, Ind., a C., C. & St. L. 
train was wrecked by a washout. Eight 
persons were injured, and the engineor 
and two brakomen are missing, ‘Lhe 
scene of the wreck is surrounded by water 
and cannot be reached except by boats. 
Shurodsyille, O., is completely flooded 
and cut off from railroad communica- 
tion, the tracks haying been washed away. 

The decided fall in temperature has 
checked the flood and at Pittsburg the 
water has deolined u foot-in the past 12 
hours. 








BANK ROBBERS DRIVEN OFF, 





Western Bank at New Hamburg Attacked 
~—Burglars Retired After Shots. 


Now Hamburg, March 25.—Thoe branch 
of the Western Bank of Canada hore was 
attacked by burglars yesterday. ‘Tools 
were stolen from Bogor's blacksmith shop, 

After offooting an entrance by the front 
door, they blew out the combination of 
the yault door. 

The explosion alarmed George Sterl- 
ing, & young bank clerk, who sloops ina 
room directly over where the burglars 
were at work.

The burglars fired back at him. ‘Then 
they boat a retroat, firing soveral shots at 
the bank windows from tho outside.

Spain -Coudert on Rocognizing Rebels. 

Washington, March 25.—Sonator Thurs- 

ton, who has 
tour of tho 


recently returnod from a 
Island of Cuba, dolivered a 
speech in tho Senate yosterday on the 
subject of Cuba, Mr. Thurston profaced 
his romarks by saying he would endeavor 
to be honest, conservative and just. Hoe 
had no purposo to stir the public passion 
and would shirk this task if he could 

but he dare not. He thon torsely sum- 
marized his obsuryations and conclusions 
as follows: 

“After three yoars of warfare and use 
of 225,000 Spanish troops, Spafn has lost 
control of overy foot of Cuba not sur- 
roundod by an actual intrenchment and 
protected by a fortified ploket line. She 
holds possession with her army of the 
fortiflod seaboard towns, because they are 
under the virtual protection of Spanish 
warships, with which tho reyolutioniats 
cannot copo. The reyolutionists are in 
absolutely and almost peaceful possession 
of nearly one-half of tho island, including 
the eastern provinces of Sanitago do Cuba 
and Puerto Principe, 

Weyler'’s Inhuman Polloy. 

‘Under the inhuman policy of Weyler, 
not less than 400,000 self-supporting, 
simple, peaceable, defenceless country peo- 
ple Wore driven fruiu vloik Musi "Oo 
agricultural portions of the Spanish proy- 
INvve to the olties and {imprisoned upon 
tho barren waste outside tho residence 
portion of the olties and within the lines 
of intrenchment established a litele way 
beyond, A conservative ostimate indicated 
that 210,000 of these people have already 
perished from starvation. Such a spectacle 
oxcceds the scenes of the Infernoas paint- 
od by Dante. 

“Spain cannot put an end to the exist- 
ing condition: Sho cannot conquer the 
Msurgonts. She cannot re-establish her 
sovereignty over any considerable portion 
of the interljor of the island. The reyolu- 
tionists, while able to maintain them- 
selyes, cannot driye the Spanish army 
from the fortified seacoast towns. 

The Present Situation. 


“The situation, then, is not war, as we 
undorstand it; but a chaos of devastation 
and depopulation of undofined duration, 
whoso ond ro man can soo, Of the 225,- 
000 soldiers Spain has sorit to Cuba, less 
than 60,000 were now ayailable for duty. 
The remainder wero dead, sick in hospl- 
tals or returned to Spain incapacitated. 
It was currently reported that 87,000 were 
now sick in the hospitals of the island. 

‘Men, women and children stand sil- 
ont, famishing. ‘Their only appeal comes 
from their sad eyes, through which one 
looks as through an open window into 
their agonizing souls. 

“Time for Muskets Now, 


“The Government of Spain has not 
and will not appropriate one dollar to 
sayo these people. We are foeding these 
citizens of Spain; we are nursing their 
sick; wo are saving such as can bo saved, 
and yet there are those who still say it is 
not right for us to send food, but we 
must keop hands off. Isay that the time 
has come when muskots ought to go with 
the food. ° 

“T shall refer to thesa horrible things 
no further. They are there. God pity me; 
I haye soen-them; thoy will remain in 
my mind foreyer—and this is almost the 
twentieth century. Christ died years ago 
and Spain is a Christian nation; sho has 
set ip more crosses in more lands, be- 
neath more skies, and under them has 
butchered more people than all the na- 
tions on earth combined,’’ 


Coudert on the Case, 


Now York, March 25.—Frederic R. 
Coudert, who is an authority on interna- 
tional law, gave his opinion of what 
would be the result of recognition by the 
United States of the Cuban insurgents, 
Ho suid the recognition of the Cuban re- 
public as an independent and established 
power by the U. S. President would not 
of itself justify Spain in taking offence.

IN MEMORY OF ONE CORN, 


He Was on Western Lawyer Who Dearly 
Loved a Joke. 

Among the early day settlers of Smith 
county, of whom Judge Dick Picklor 
wroto in his Christmas reminiscences, was 
Attorney Dolph Corn, who has been dead 
for a score of years. Corn was a splendid 
lawyer, but almost a failure tn tho prac- 
tice. He knew no moro tho valuc of monoy 
than a child. He loved his family, and so 
long as they were happy and contented he 
was beyond the reach of care. He was 
bubbling over with humor and simply 
could not be serious for a moment. -He 
was willing to lose a case’ at any time 
ratber than forego the pleasure ef amus- 
ing his friends with o witticism. 

Mr. Corn once ran for county attorney 
and held joint debates with his opponent. 
Atone of thelr meetings this opponent 
hinted brondly at one of Mr. Corn'’s weak- 
nesses as follows: ‘If any man here to- 
bight can say Lover took fees on both sides 
of a case like some one I could namo, let 
him now stand up nnd say so.

The 
ability of a plant to produce blooms in 
abundance depends mainly on the sup- 
ply of phosphoric acid it has to draw 
upon. It is this element which enables 
the plant to form buds aud blooms, 
while potash gives structure aud color, 
and nitrogen produces size. ‘Lhns to 
produce a perfect flower it is apparent 
that neither of these three esments 
must be lacking, as one is really de- 
pendent upon the other, and success 
must hang upon them uall.’’ Thus writes 
& correspondent of tl) Philadelphia 
Ledger who advocates sult water as a 
fine spray for tho cradication of the red 
spider, 


Greenhouse Heaths. 

The heaths sold as pot plants are 
greenhouse shrubs, natives of South 
Africa. They belong to the erica fam- 
ily. Rural New Yorker says that one of 
the requisites for tho sncenssfxl oultyra 
of tnese ericas is a cool greenhouse tem- 
perature at night, 38 to 45 degrees dur- 
ing the winter, when they are growing. 
They require a fibrous loam mixed 
with peat or leaf mold and sharp sand. 
Excellent drainage is required, us they 
need plenty of water. They should not 
be sprayed or syringed, ull the water 
being applied to the pot. If kept in the 
proper temperature, there should be no 
trouble from insects, but if too warm 
and dry red spider will appear, just as 
it does upon their cousins the azaleas, 
and then strong syringing must be re- 
sorted to. If kept in a damp, close at- 
mosphere, mildew is likely to appear. 
The remedy is more careful yentilation 
and adusting with sulphur During the 
summer the ericas are treated like aza- 
leas. A cool place outside, where they 
are not exposed to the hottest sun, will 
give them a good chance to ripen their 
wood and prepare for abundant bloom 
during the following winter.

GROWING PALMS INDOORS. 


Directions For Keeping These Popular 
Plants In a Thrifty Condition, 


Your florist sells yous healthy, bushy 
plant of clear, bright green color. Soon 
the tips turn brown and the new leaves 
delay their opening. It is told in tho 
Philadelphia Ledger that there is just 
one cause for this change. 

Unlike the atmosphere of the green- 
house, that of the home is extremely

dantly watered. Now, you will see that 
it is very foolish to treat the roota in 
one way while treating the crown in 


another. Yon have placed it in a dry 
atmosphere; therefore you must keep an 
excess of water from the roots. Water 
only when the surface of the soil be- 
comes dry, and at such times spray the 
leaves. Do not keep the room too warm, 
as the warmer the air of the housé the 
drier it will be also. In tho hothouse 
paling will grow Inxuriantly in a very 
high temperature with much moisture, 
but just the opposite conditions must be 
observed when grown within the home 
Occasionally loosen the surface of tho 
soil, Which should be a mixture of saud, 
loam and fine peat in equal parts.

Winter Malohing. 


On the subject of winter mulching 
American Cultivator has the following 
to say: 
Whenever there is danger of trees or 
shrubs being winter killed, it may be 
obviated by spreading a heavy muloh as 
far as their roots extend. At the same 
time the tree trunks should be proteoct- 
ed from attacks of mioco which will find 
hiding places und r themulc) This 
may be done by applying a strong dilu- 
tion of paris green to the trunk in the 
fall, putting it up two feet or moro 
from the ground. It is better to wait 
until the ground is frozen quite deeply 
before applying the mulch. If a heavy 
mulch is applied early in the fall, it 
may prevent tho soil from freezing to 
much depth through the winter. Where 
a few inches of soil are frozen and the 
soil remains in that condition there is 
lesa injury to roots than is sure to fol- 
low the succession of freezing and thaw- 
ing on uncovered ground. 
In mulching strawberry beds do not 
apply anything that will pack closely 
above them, else they will be smothered 
during the thawing weather in winter. 
Where evergreen branches can be had 
they make an excellent mulch for 
straw herries. 

Fertilizers For Flowers. 
Liquid fertilizers are never failing 
renovators, and some kind or other is 
within the reach of all. A few drops of 
household ammonia in a pitcher of wa- 
ter are not lost on indifferent plants. A ~ 
weekly application of soapsuds is recom- 
mended. Commercial plant food is 
good, but in some respects is not equal 
to barnyard manure, although cleaner 
and easier to handle. A writer in The 
Orange Judd Farmer suggests the fol- 
lowing plan: 
A few table salt bags filled with va- 
rious manures securely tied, a pail and 
an old dipper are the essentials and can 
be tacked away in an obsoure corner of 
the back porch or shed, ready for hot ~ 
water as the occasion demands. Pom 
water on tho bags in the watering pot, 
and the soluble parts will be leached 
out. Five or even ten pound bags are 
good size for a pail of water, and the 
cloth is just coarse enough for a strain-

KINGSTON’S FINANCES. 


Statement of Revenue and Expendi- 





ture of the Limestone City. 


This evening the Committee on Finance 
and Accounts will present to the Kingston 
City Council the budget for 1898. It will 
state that the debenture debt of the city, 
including debentures to be issued for local 
improvements and Montreal ‘Transporta- 
tion Company Elevator bonus, is $974,- 
892.92, made up as follows : 


Waterworks, $280,300. 


Schools ; Public schools, $47,000 ; High 
school, $24,900; total, $71,900. 

Local improvements ; City portion, $43,- 
569.02; local portion, $86,296.10; total, 
$129,865.12. 

General purposes, $492,827.80. 

The amount of the deficiency brought 
forward from 1897 is $5,077.19, and the 
increased expenditure on debenture and 
interest account is $6,093.82, caused by 
the debenture issues for purchase of Fair 
Grounds, bonuses to elevators, city por- 
tion of local improvements, and renewal of 
portion of debt. 

The Committee recommend that a tax of 
18} mills on the dollar be placed on this 
year’s assessment of $7,560,060, leaving 
an estimated surplus of $202.15.

All Belonged to the Crew of the Seal- 
ing Steamer Groonland, 


St. John’s, Nild,, March 28, — ‘The 
steamer Greonland, returnine from the 
soul fishery, put Into Bay do Verde Satur- 
day night and reported a terrible disaster. 
On Wednosday last, whon among the ioo 
floes, while’ her crew wero traveling about 
the floos in search of seals, a torrible 
storm arose, accompanted by a blinding 
snow, which drifted rapidly, and a severe 
frost. The mombers of the crew who 
wero on the ice could not regain the yes- 
sel and were exposed to the terrible wea- 
ther throughout the night and all of the 
noxt day. Forty-eight non perished and 
botwoon 560 and 60 wore so badly frost- 
bitten that the amputation of ono or more 
of their limbs will haye to bo undergone 
by all of them. The Greenland succecded 
in recovering tho bodios of 26 of tho vio- 
tims, but the romaining 88 were burled 
beneath the snowdrifts, 

All of tho frost-bitton mon now aboard

Tho kit will combine 
soveral sults of clothing, fitted for both 
suMer and winter wear; six ploces of 
head dress, including helmet, sombrero, 
Canvas cap, fur cap, woolen toquo and 
mosquito holimoet, are provided, Thecloth- 
ing will comprise two suits of serge, oll- 
skin suits, white duck suits and two suits 
of winter clothing. Soveral suits of hoavy 
undorclothing, hoavyy woolen socks, half 
a dozon changos of footwear, including 
elk moccasins, ‘‘beef boots, Mennonite 
boots, heavy walking boots and felt boots, 
to be worn inside of moccasins, will also 
be supplicd, All the mon who have yet 
two years to serve must be enlisted for a 
further period of threo years, implying 
that it is intended to keep the men up 
there for a number of years. 

Seeking Emigrants From Ruasia. 


Tho Department of the Interior has an 
officer at work in Russia promoting eml- 
gration to the Canadian Northwest. His 
namo is M. Klass Poters, and when last 
heard from he was at Saratow, in North- 
east Russia. Mr. Poters expucts to send 
out a fow parties this year. 

Gold in Peace River Country. 


Mr. Haultain, Premler of thé North- 
west Territories, and Mr. Ross, Territor- 
jal Secretary, arrived in the city Satur- 
day. They are here for the purpose of 
interviewing the Government on matters 
affecting the Northwest, especially in 
regard to the jurisdiction over the Yukon 
district, which the ‘Territorial Govyern- 
ment claims is its prerogative. Mr. Haul- 
tain says that the Peace River country is 
going to develop rapidly as a result of 
the Klondike excitement. Hundreds of 
people, who do not care to face the rigors 
of the sub-Arctic country on the Yukon, 
will try the region north of Edmonton, 
and will prospect for gold along the Peace 
and Liard Rivers, whore it has been dis- 
coyered in paying quantities. 

Customs Regulation of Tourists, 


The Customs Department has felt it 
necessary to make a new ruling regard- 
ing the admission of tourist outfits. The 
outfits are held to comprise: Guns, fish- 
ing rods, canoes, tents, camp equipment, 
cooking utensils, kodacks, musical instru- 
ments, etc. The money deposited by the 
tourist may be refunded if the articles 
aro exported outwards at the customs port 
where reported inwards or at another port 
within six months from time of entry: 
Provided the articles are produced and 
their identity attested to before a Cana- 
dian customs officer at the place of export 
or before a customs ollicer at a place out- 
side of Canada. ‘The tourist is required 
to furnish the customs officer at the port 
of entry with a report or inyoice of his 
outfit, in duplicate, one copy of which is 
to be returned to the tourist when signed 
by the customs officer, with the amount 
deposited marked thereon. When a cer- 
tificate of exportation to the satisfaction 
of the customs officer at the port of entry 
is delivered to him personally or by mail 
the amount deposited may be paid to the 
party entitled thereto, personally or by 
mail, or otherwise as he shall direct.

THREE SERIOUS FIRES. 





North Seguin Rectory Burned—Narrow 


Escape of the Rector, Wife and Child 
—Fires at Delhi and Harrow. 


Magnetawan, Ont., March 28,—Sp. 


John’s Rectory, barn and stables at North 
Seguin were totally destroyed by fire 


Saturday at 6 p.m. ‘The fire originated 


from a stoyepipe in the attic, and in half 
an hour the house was burned to the 
ground, Little or nothing was sayed. 
Two hundred volumes of a valuable lib- 
rary were destroyed. Total loss about 
$2,000; no insurance, 

The reotor, Rey. A. J. Cobb, and his 
wife were seriously injured. On going 
Upstairs Mrs. Cobb found the little three- 
year-old boy in flames, and in trying to 
rescue the ohild was severely burned 
about the head, face and hands, and be- 
ing overcome by the smoke fell down- 
stairs, recelying a severe scalp wound 
about five inches long, which required a 
number of stitches. ‘The child was badly 
burned about the head, hands and body. 
Mr. Cobb was also overcome by the smoke 
and fell downstalra, severely lojuring his 
back. His family were taken to Mr. 
Vickors’ house near by, and the wounds 
carefully dressed by Dr. Freeborn of this 
place, who was sent for at once, and who 
winks thoir injuries, though yory serious, 
will not prove fatal.

t the Yukon Bill P| METHODS OF CURING--ADVICE ON 


THE IMPROVEMENT OF CURING 
ROOMS--CONSTRUCTION OF 
FACTORIES. 





Free Building Plans to be Had on Ap- 
plication--Suggestions for Cooling 
and Heating the Curing Rooms-- 
The Dissemination of Heat and 
Proper Flooring Discussed. 

‘Lhe following highly important article is 
published at the suggestion of -Mr. Hugh 
Howie, Cheese Instructor : 

Flavor and body are the two qualities 
which determine the relative market price 
of cheese. They are the two qualities by 
which it is judged by the consumers. The 
character of these qualities in Cheddar 
cheese is largely determined by the process 
of curing. 

There is still some doubt as to what is 


i is filed this morning against the return of the | th. agent which causes the curing of 


cheese, and thus makes the curd partly 
soluble and the body of the cheese rich 
and plastic, While the nature of the agent 
or agents is still a matter of speculation 
rather than of exact knowledge, the condi- 
tions under which the curing can be car- 
ried on successfully are tairly well under- 
stood, So far as curing develops the 
flavor of cheese the agents in that change 
are doubtless minute forms of life known 
under the name of bacteria. The temper- 
ature at which the cheeses are kep' affects 
the action of those minute forms of life, 
and through that determines in a large 
measure the flavor, the body and texture 
which are produced in the cheese. The 
manufacturing aud commercial work car- 
ried on at factories agrees with the limited 
amount of experimental investigation in 
showing that a fairly steady temperature, 
between 60 and 65 degrees Fahrenheit, 
gives the best results. At that tempera- 
ture loss ir weight by the shrinkage of 
the cheese ig also considerably less than at 
higher pointe. A dry atmosphere causes 
the cheese to lose in weight by the evapora- 
tiun of the moisture and may also cause 
small checks or cracks on the surface, par- 
ticularly when the cheese are new. 


The curing rooms at the cheese factories 
in Canada are generally faulty in construc- 
tion, and it is very difficult, if not wholly 
impracticab e, to regulate the temperature 
in them at 65 degrees or thereabouts. Ir- 
regularity of temperature causes mavy of 
the faults which are complained of by the 
cheese exporters and also by the receivers 
of cheese in Great Britain. If the temper- 


cheese buyers complain of bitterness in 
the flavor. If the temperature goes as 
high as 70 degrees or over, the cheese buy- 
ers complain of a heated flavor, or, worse 


CURING ROOM METHODS, 


j {Tho methods of managing the curing 
room have Leen too inuch after the follow- 
ing fashion; - 

(1) In the spring of the year a stove is 
used to heat the room ; too often it is not 
screened and placed in such a way as to 
cause a circulation of air; the cheeses in 
vicinity of the stove ae overheated and 
those in the other parts of the room are 


(2) In the warm weather of summer the 
cheeseinaker opens the windows and some- 
times the door of the curing room at night 
and shuts them in the morning. The aver- 
age curing room is 80 conditioned by. the 
genius of the builder and the frolics of 
time that the closing of the doors and the 
shutters over-the windows during the day- 
time does not rcquire all the pure, fresh 
air to remain outside. The practice, how- 
éver, results in a bad condition, It leaves 
tho cheeses to be sured in the dark contin- 
uously, and that is not wholesome. 

(3) In the cool weather of autumn a 
stove is generally used in the curing room 
without any provision being made for 
causing heated air to circulate evenly 
through every part of the room, Conse- 
quently the cheeses on the selves near to 
the stove are often kept at a temperature 
of 80 degrees, while the cheeses in the 
parts remote from the stove are perhaps at 
a temperature of 50 degrees. 

All these deficiencies and defects in the 
construction and the condition of the cur- 

ing rocm should be remedied so as to per- 
mit the cheeso to be kept at a steady 
temperaturo in a puro atmosphere, not too 
dry. The upper story of a cheese factory 
is not suitable for a curing room in warm 
weather. 


The curing room should be practically 


‘an insulated room, so constructei that the 


outside temperature would not necessarily 
affect its contents, For this means ingula- 
tion means the construction of the walls, 
floor and ceiling of the room in such a way 
that heat will uot go through them readily. 
For the storage of butter the walls of the 
room should be so insulated that the tem- 
perature inside will not bs more than 84 
degrees, even when it is as high as 98 de- 
grees in the open air, It is not necessary 
that the insulation of a cheose-curing room 
should be so thorough, but it should be 
sufficient to permit the temperature to bo 
kept at or under 65 deyrees. 


CHEESE VACTORIES, 


Full plans for the construction of a 
cheese factory building have been prepared 
and cop as will be furnished free to those 
who may be intending to construct or im- 


prove such buildings, Where the curing 
room is to be 4 wooden structure, it should 
be put ona golid stone foundation. 

A largo pumber of curing rooms have 
been finished on the inside with plaster. 
That lends itself in a most provoking and 
fantastic way to getting jabbed with holes 
which let in either hot or cold air, accord- 

ng to the temperature outside. Unless 
the walls aro built of brick, 
atone or concrete theyshould be 
lined inside with lumber. That is 
easily kept clean, is cheap, durable and 
makes a satistactory insulating material, 
when used with building paper aud proper 
ly put on, ‘The floor should be of two 
thicknesses of lumber, with two ply of 


odorless building paper between them, The

Thoy have sub- 
mitted thoir measure, and if the Sonate 
choose to wroneh tho authority which it 
bas out of the hands of the Government, 
the consoquonces of tie aet must abido 
with thom. 
Whisky in the Yukon, 

Senator Perley said from returns 
brought down in the Commons {ft ap- 
peared that 11,000 gallons of whiskey had 
beon taken into the Yukon country dur- 
ing tho past year under Federal permit, 
This was a disgrace to a Goyernment 
which professed to be favorable to pro- 
hibition. These 11,000 gallons of whiskey 
would no doubt haye been increased to 
thirty thousand gallons by adulteration, 
and for a country insufficiently policed, 
as the Yukon was, this was nothing more 
than placing a premium upon lawlessness. 

Discussion of the Bill. 

Discussion on the railway bill was re- 
sumed by Senator McCallum, who said 
if the Senate passed the bill he would re- 
gard it as nothing short of treason to tho 
people of Canada. , 

Mr. Power strongly supported the bill. 
He said the Goyernmont had just been 
ndyised that the American authoritics 
had again begun to insist upon charging 
au duty or assessment of 5 per cent. on all 
supplies going over tho passes, in lieu of 
the escort charge abolished some time 
ago. They had refused to recognize tho 
Canadian Mounted Police stationed at 
the summits of the passes and insisted 
upon levying the 5 per cont. assessment. 

In the past the policy of the Conserya- 
tive party bad been to spond saillions to 
keep trade in Canadian channels, and it 
was a sight for gods and men to see mem- 
bers of the Senate listening to the speeches 
ofan alien miner in opposition to the 
Government’s proposal for an all-Cana- 
dian route. The deputation for the min- 
ers of the Yukon district had exceeded 
their instructions, and the latest advices 
from that country were that the delega- 
tion would recoive a Warm reception 
when it became known that they had 
assisted in blocking the construction of 
the Stikine-Teslin Railway. The Senate, 
in his opinion, had a legal right to throw 
out any bill sent up to it from the Lower 
House. 

Mr. Lougheed Against the Bill. 


Senator Lougheed spoke against the 
bill. In his opinion the only way to se- 
cure the trade of the Yukon for Canada 
was tho construction of a railway over 
the Edmonton route, which the Goyern- 
mont had attempted to handicap in eyery 
possible way. 

Senator Power asked if Senator Loug- 
heod was aware that the Goyernment had 
sent engineers oyer the Edmonton route. 

Senator Lougheed said he was aware 
that two young men, just out of their 
teens, graduates of the Kingston Military 
College, had obtained permission to ac- 
company a detachment of Mounted Police, 
and wore paid the magnificont rum of $1 
aday. Did the Government expect they 
could obtain competent suryeyors for that 
amount? 

In conclusion, Senator Lougheed said 
it was the duty of the Senate, designed 
as it was by the fathers of Confederation 
to oxercise a full and independent judg- 
ment and be a check on the hasty legis- 
lation of the other House, to deal with 
this question carefully and from an inde- 
pendent standpoint. There never was an 
occasion of greater need, .for this bill was 
a flagrant violation of the rights of the 
people, and an alienation of their re- 
sources to which there was no parallel in 
the history of the Dominion, 

Senator Dandurand spoke for the bill 
and Mr. Bellerose against it, after which 
the Senate adjourned.

tissues, und keep a roof over mo to shelter 
me from the iInclemency of the weather, 
Ithus have no thought to expend upon 
the vital questions which surround me on 
every side. Yet, miserable entity as I 
am, Ican still at times feel some degree 
of happiness, and am even—save the 
mark!—puffed up occasionally with a 
sense of my own importance.” 

These words,as I have said, I wrote down 
in my note-book, and they reflected accu- 
rately the thoughts which I found rooted 
far down in my soul, ever present and un- 
affected by the passing emotions of the 
hour, At last, however, came a time 
when my uncle, M’Vittie, of Glencairn, 
died—the same who was at one time 
chairman of committees of the House of 
Commons. He divided his great wealth 
among his many nephews, and I found 
myself with sufficient to provide amply 
for my wants during the remainder of my 
life, and became at the same time owner 
ofa bleak tract of land upon the coast of 
Caithness, which I think the old man 
must have bestowed upon me in derision, 
for it was sandy and valueless, and he had 
everagrim sense of humor. Up to this 
time I had been an attorney in a midland 
town in England. NowIsaw that I could 
put my thoughts into effect, and, leaving 
all petty and sordid aims, could elevate 
my mind by the study of the secrets of 
nature. My departure from my English 
home was somewhat accelerated by the 
fact that [had nearly slain a manina 





quarrel, for my temper was fiery, andI_ 


wis apt to forget my own strength when 
enraged. There was no legal action in 
the matter, but the papers yelped at me, 
and folk looked askance when I met 
them. Itended by my cursing them and 
their vile, smoke-polluted town, and 
hurrying tomy northern possession, where 
I might at last find peace and an oppor- 
tunity for solitary study and contempla- 
tion.

One room was my 
laboratory, another my sitting-room, and 
in a third, just under the sloping roof, I 
slung the hammock in which I always 
slept. There were three other rooms, but 
T left them vacant, except one which was 
given to the old crone who kept house for 
me. Save the Youngs and the M’Leods, 
who were fisher-folk living round at the 
other side of Fergus Ness, there were no 
other people for many miles in eaeh 
direction. In front ofthe house was the 
great bay, behind it were two long barren 
hills, capped by other loftier ones beyond. 
There was a glen between the hills, and 
when the wind was from the land it used 
to sweep down this with a melancholy 
sough and whisper among tl:e branches 
of the fir-trees beneath my attic window. 

I dislike my fellow-mortals. Justice 
compels me to add that they appear for 
the most part to dislike me. I hate their 
little crawling ways, their conventionali- 
ties, their deceits, their narrow rights and 
wrongs. They take offense at my brusque 
outspokenness, my disregard for their 
social laws, my impatience of all can- 
straint. Among my books and my drngs 
in my lonely den ut Mansie I could let the 
greatdrove of the human race pass on- 
ward with their politics and inventions 
and tittle-tattle, and I remained behind 
stagnant and happy. Not stagnant 
either, for 1 was working in my own little 
groove, and making progress. I have 
reason to belieye that Dulton’s atomic 
theory is founded upon error, and I know 
that mercury is not an element. 

During the day I was busy with my dis- 
tillations aud analyses. Often I forgot 
my meals, and when old Madge sum- 
moned me tomy tea I found my dinner 
lying untouched upon the table. At night 
I read Bacon, Descartes, Spinoza, Kant— 
all those who have pried into what is un- 
knownble. They are all fruitless and 
empty, barren of result, but prodigal of 
polysyllables, reminding me of men who, 
while digging for gold, have turned up 
many worms, and then exhibit them ex- 
ultantly as being what they sought.

But when the gray waves toss 
their heads in anger, and the wind 
acreams above them, goadiug them on to 
madder and more tumultuous efforts,

Whenit was calm in the bay of Mansioc 
the surface would be as clear and bright 
asasheet of silver, broken only at one 
spot some little way from the shore, 
where a long black line projected ont of 
the water looking like the peenec back of 
some sleeping monster.

peerlug over the edge I have seen fur 
down the flickering, ghostly forms of 
great fish—fish, as it seomed to me, such 


4s naturidiste never knew, aud which my 
imagination transformed into the genil of 
that deselate bay. Onoe. aa 1 stood by 
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the brink of the waters upon a quiet 
night, agreat ory, as of a woman im hope- 
less grief, rose from the bosom of the 
deep, and swelled out upon the still alr, 
now sinking and now rising, for a space 
of thirty seconds, Uhis I heard with my 
own ears. 

In this strange spot, with the eternal 
hills behind me and the eternal sea in 
front, I worked and brooded fer more 
than two years unpestered by my fellow 
men. By degrees I had tra{ned my old 
servant into habits of silence, so thatshe 
now rarely opened her lips,though I doubt 
not that when twice a year she visited her 
relations in Wick, her tongue during 
those few days made up for its enforced 
rest. I had come almost to forget that I 
Was a member of the human family, and 
to live entirely with the dead whose books 
I pored over, when a sudden incident oc- 
curred which threw all my thoughts into 
anew channel. 

Three rough days in June had been suc- 
ceeded by one calm and peaceful one.

It was a surprise teme when, 
ubout threein the morning, I was awak- 
ened by the sound ofa great knocking at 
my door andexcited cries in the wheery 
voice of my housekeeper. I sprang out of 
my hammock, and roughly demanded of

I turned in again anddrew the blankets 
overme. ‘Those men out there,’' I said 
to myself, “have already gone through 
half the horrors of death. If they be 
saved they will but have to go through 
the saute once more in the space of a few 
brief years, It is best, therefore, that they 
should pass away now, since they have 
suffered that anticlpation which is more 
than the pain of dissolution.” With this 
thought in my mind I endeavored to com- 
pose myself to sleep once more, for that 
philosophy which had taught me to con- 
sider death as a small and trivial incident 
in man’s eternal and ever-changing 
career, had also broken me of much curi- 
osity concerning worldly matters.

METILODS 

For the improvement r 
room of the ordinary open construction, 
the following method may be adopted with 
good results The w hole inside should be 
thoroughly cleansed by & liberal use 
of boiling water. It should then be white- 
washed with frosh-slacked lime, It should 
thon be disinfected by washing with hot 
water, to which one poun:l of carbolic acid 
to ten pounds otf water had been added. To 
make the old floor close it wil usually be no- 
cessary to put two thicknesses of building 
papor over it, and a new floor closely laid 
on top of the paper, If the inside walls of 
the old curing room are of lumber, two 
thicknesses of paper may be pub on, and 
over them one thicknoss of matencd lum- 
ber dressed on at least one side. The 
coiling should be made close in a similar 
way. ‘The windows should be made close, 
and double doors and windows should be 
put on for use in summer &s well as during 
the late autumn and winter. A coating of 
whitewash should be applied to tho walls.

Ata factory turning out about 
300 large cheeses per month, fsuch a curing 
room might be so used as to avoid some of 
the shrinkage in weight which would occur 
in an ordinary curing room, where the 
thermometer fluctuated between 70 and 90 
dégrees, ‘The saying in that might be one 
pound per cheese. The injury to the 
flavor and the body, of the cheese trom 
overheating and chilling might also in a 
great measure be prevented. The extra 
value which might be realized out of the 
cheese from the diminished shrinkage and 
superior quality would likely be not. less 
than $450 during the season. Besides, 
great and lasting benefit would result to 
the cheese trade if alJ the cheese of Canada 
were cured in a proper way. The demand 
from the consumers in Great Britain would 
be increased and the risk of loss to the 
merchants would be decreased. 


In & room of which the walls are close 
and otheawise well constructed, the curing 
of the choese will raise the temperature, 
Each cheese, by the fermentation going on 
during its curing, acts somewhat like a 
small slow burning stove. There must be 
some means of cooling theroom. A cheap 
and effective means of cooling, and at the 
same time ventilating, a curing room is to 
use a sub-earth air duct. The duct or 
drain may be brought in through the floor 
of the room in two places..

the temperature as low as 65 degrees dur- 
ing the summer. In such places a cheese- 
maker cannot now afford to do without a 
supply of ice for cooling the room, any 
more than he can do without a supply of 
fuel for heating the curing room in cold 
weather. At most cheese factories 50 tons 
of ice can be put up at an average cost of 
80 cents per ton. An ice rack may be fit- 
ted at one end or at one side of the curing 
room at a cost of about $10. Ice may be 
put into the rack once a day or once every 
second day, and the cooling will go on 
until the ice is melted. By the use of a 
proper ice rack a circulation of the air in 
the curing room may be caused, and there 
need not be any dropping or running of the 
water on the floor from the melted ice or 
from the condensation on the ice rack.

Whon the heating of the curing room is 
to be done by the use of & wood or coal 
atove the heat may be disseminated almost 
uniformly throughout the room by sur- 
rounding the stove by a galvanized iron or 
tin screen, placed at about eight inches from 
the stove.

In some curing rooms which have been 
shut up close and kept dark there har 
been damage from the growth cf 


mould on the cheese. To got rid of 
that trouble a good plan is to spray or 
wash the inside of the whole cutiug 


room with a solution of formaline, us- 
ingit at the strength of a 1 per cent. 
solution in water. Such a curing room 
should also receive a coating of white-wash 
made from quick or unslaked lime, The 
clear liquid may bo used after the carbonate 
of lime has settled to the bottom. The o 
treatments should be given while the cur- 
ing room is empty. 

The inside of the curing rdom should be 
kept in a clean, neat, tidy condition. 
Nothing, such as press cloths, empty cheese 
boxes or debris of any sort, should be left 
lying about on the shelves or floor.

CIENEGA’S DARK HISTORY. 


The Band of Cutthroats That Once In- 
fested the Arizona Station. 


Thoso who can remember hack to 1872 
and thereabout in this part of the terrt- 
tory recall that Cienega Station had a re- 
markably tragio history. 

It was onoo the abode of a small though 
desperate band of outthroats—mainly the 
employees of the stage company—who 
posed as honest hosts while operating a 
private graveyard for unfortunato trayel- 
ers, not unlike nor Inferior to that which 
has clothed the namo of Bender with ite 
worldwide terror and abhorrence, It was 
the most important station between Tuc- 
son and Silver City on the old Butterfield 
stage route that ran between San Diego 
and El Paso. 

The tragic mysteries of Cienega Station: 
wore neyer entirely cleared up, for mur- 
ders and robberies and hold ups followed 
so swiftly on the heels of each other that: 
tho real miscreants were never dealt with’ 
by the authorities. 

Thot tholr crimes were ayenged, how- 
ever, as crimes always aro, is shown in the 
Indiab massacre which ocourred there in 
the fall of 1878. One dark night the 
Apaches gathered in silence on the sur- 
rounding hills, and at daybreak, with a 
whoop and yell, they roshed in on the lit- 
tlo band at the station and massacred alk 
If any esoaped, no one knows who it was 
or whore he went, and tho presumption; 
is that all wero killed. On a little knol® 
baok of the station are tho mounds of 18 
unknown grayes marked by ao single shaft 
that tells the work of the ayengers. Most 
of the crimes perpetrated by the white 
men at Clonega were laid to the door of 
the Apaches, and it was afterward found 
that moccasins were kept by the’robbers 
as port of tholr highway paraphernalia, 

he most widely known crime of the 
Cienega flends was the capture of §75,000 
on route from El Paso to Ban Diego in 
chargo of m small government guard! 
These were funds of the United States: 
paymaster, and tho three men who at, 
tempted to convey them in a buok board! 
past Clenega Station were murdered on 
the spot. It was known that this crime 
wos perpetrated by Americans disguised 
as Apaches. + 

At this time it was impoesiblo for these 
Cienega Bonders to get out of the country 
with thelr treasuro, eo most of it was 
buried in seoret. Then came the Apache 
avengers. Often since then idlo prospeot- 
ors haye mado yain searches for the hid- 
den treasure.—Arizona Gazetto,

It will not tako many milos 
of railway to be laid down in order to 
penotrate that Boundary Crevk section. 
Now that the peoplo on the southern side 
of the border are liable to do in respect 
of that Boundary country what thoy haye 
almost done in respect of the Kootenay 
district, they aro ~liable, by building a 
sootion of the railway into that country, 
to get possession of it, from a business 
and trade point of yiow, and they are 
lable to divert the trade away from our 
own country, from the cast and from the 
coast, and carry it to the south of the 
lino,’’ 

It was less than a year ago, namely, 
on Juno 18, 1897, that tho Minister of 
Railways laid down the foregoing policy 
in the House, Yesterday he took quits the 
opposite view, and Mr. Davin, who pro- 
fossed to be bewildered at this contradio- 
tion of statements, asked tho Minister to 
onlighten the House upon the subject. 

But Mr. Blair sat silent in his seat. 

Sovoral Enquiries, 


Several enquiries upon important topics 
were directed at the Ministry by the Op- 
position at the opening of the House. 

Sir Charles Tupper enquired what 
truth there was in the statement that 
Mr. M. C, Cameron, M.P., was to be ap- 
pointed Lieutenunt-Governor of the 
Northwest. 

“Tf it were well founded at all,’’ was 
the Premier’s reply, ‘‘the matter would 
be made official, ani, as it has not been 
made official, if is not well founded.” 

Mr. Foster obsérved that the statement 
had been made in the Senate thata 
wagon road by an all-Canadian route 
would be made into the Yukon for tho 
mounted police and military, and he 
would like to know what was the Goy- 
ernment’s policy in this regard, 

Sir Wilfrid would state nothing further 
than that if had been announced in the 
House that the Goyernment would ask 
Parliament for an appropriation for the 
suryey of the route from Obseryatory 
Inlet and Glenora, or Telegraph Creek, 
on the Stikine River. He intimated, how- 
ever, that he could not make any state- 
ment of the Goyernment’s policy, in the 
eyent of the rejection of the Yukon Rail- 
way bill by the Senate. 

The Minister of Railways and Canals 
promised Mr. Quinn that the Welland 
and St. Lawrence Canals should be 
opened for nayigation as soon as possible. 


Franchise Bill Debate. 


The debate on the bill to abolish the 
Franchise Act was resumed by Mr. 
Bourassa (Lib., Labelle), who spoke 
strongly in favor of the bill, after whom 
the speakers were Messrs. Clancy, Casey, 
Rogers, Stenson and Powell. Tho latter 
moved the following amendment: — 

“That the bill be not now read a sec- 
ond time, but that it be resolved that 
this House, while desirous of reducing 
the expense of preparation of lists, as far 
as may be practicablo, considers that no 
system of frapchise would be satisfactory 
which does not preserye Federal control, 
both on the basis of suffrage and yoters’ 
lists. - 

The debate was continued by Messrs. 
Martin, Britton, Hughes, McCleary, 
Henderson, Gillies, Robertson, Dayin, 
Moore, Legris, Chauvin and Fielding. 


-At 12,16 tho division was recorded and 


Mr. Powell’s amendment defeated by 97 
to 48. 

The division was a strictly party one, 
except that Mr, Poupore yoted with the 
Government. 

The bill was then read the second time. 
The House adjourned at 12.86 o'clock.

Lho intensity of feeling of those in the 
galleries was evinced by the storm of ap- 
plause which was elicited by his declara- 
tion that he was for war. Vice-President 
Hobart had real difficulty in suppressing 
the demonstration. 

Doscribing the destruction of the Maine 
in Hayana Harbor, the Illinois Senator 
said: 

“Tho night came on—a dark, gloomy 
night, natural and proper timo for Span- 
ish bravery. Our men were asleep in a 
friendly harbor. They were neyer chal- 
lenged to try their courage. 

''Thoy were not whipped in honorable 
battle, but choked, burned, strangled and 
drowned without a chance to die fighting 
for life, without a moment to say a 
prayer. In the twinkling of an eyo they 
stool in the prosenco fof their Maker. 
Suppose ninety of them had been United 
States Senators, suppose the balance had 
been members of Congress or made up of 


judges and leading professional and busi- 


ness men, would forty days have elapsed 
before war began? Or suppose each Sena- 
tor had a son or a facher there. Do we 
tell our children the truth when we say 
that the lifé of every American is of 
equal yalue before the law? They were 
not Senators, they were sailors. ‘heir 
widows and orphans cry aloud to us, the 
silent appoal of 288 suamen comes to us 
again and again, saying we are flesh of 


of your blood; we loyed and died for the 
flay’ that shields you. What is to be our 
answer? Shall we answer with money? 


“Tam for War,’? He Suid. 


*‘Mr. President, I speak only for my- 
solf, and I am for war.’’ (Great applause 
in tho ;rallerics.) 

Mr. Mason does not approve of the line 
of action taken by Prosident MoKinley. 
Here is what he had to say on that sub- 
ject: 

“Woe can hide no longer under the Exe- 
cutive wing. He can neither declare war 
nor vefuse it. Congress alone can declare 
war. I for one ain ready to vote now. 
You may continue to cry ‘peace,’ ‘pero,’ 
but there can be no peace while Kuro- 
peans own and butchor thoir slaves on 
tho auno continent where our flag floats. 

‘* But there are those who say that the 
¢ourt does not fix the responsibilfty. It 
Was not necessary. The ‘peaco at any 
price’ Man cannot escape so. Tho law 
fixes the responsibility. We wore in Span- 
ish waters and oyer Spanish soil. ‘he 
harbor is owned and controlled by Spain. 
The explosives in that harbor were owned 
aud controlled by Spain. If if wasa 
torpodo it was a Spanish torpedo; if it 
Wis i mine, if was a Spanish mine. No 
explosives haye been on sale in Havana 
for over o year to private citizens; if it 
Was gincotton, it was Spanish guucotton; 
and if it was dynamite, i¢ was Spanish 
dynamite, ‘The power to explode it was 
controlled by Spain. A Government acts 
only through its agents and officors, and 
they control the discharge of thoir can- 
non. If was owned, located and exploded 
by Spain, and Spain must answer.” 
(Great excitement in the galleries.) 


A Warlike Harraugue. 


The concluding romarks of the warlike 
Senator from Chicago fatrly olectrified his 
upstair hearers. Here they are:

Spain's Dignity Must Be Upheld. 

Madrid, March 380.—The semi-official 
El Liberal says: Tho report of the Maine 
contains no graye statomont. Therofore, 
President MoKinley will not use that 
pretext for declaring war, but will use 
the reliof of the Cubana. 

We bolieve the Spanish Government 
will never tolerate a foreign nation, in 
the guise of philanthropy, invading our 
territory, for it would be followed by the 
unanimous protest of the Spanish poople. 

The same paper then counsels Spain to 
prepare to repel eyory kind of interyon- 
tion, to be uncompromising, and to ‘‘nac- 
cept nothing affecting the dignity of soy- 
ereignty of Spain.’’

Protests and Bye-Elections the Chief 
Subject—Mr, Whitney Says Conserva- 
tives Will Win in the Bye-Elections, 


Toronto, March 80.—'The stir in  pro- 
vinoljal politics has subsided for the nonce 
to a question of how many protests there 
will be and how many bye-elections will 
result. Certainly the Conservatives are 
in high feather; they are conscious of 
having fought against tremendous odds 
in the late election, and they are conflid- 
ent that the weakness of the Hardy Ad- 
ministration having been demonstrated 
on March 1, the people will persist in 
their demand for a change and complete 
the overthrow of the Government in the 
bye-elections. 


Will Win the Bye-Elections, 


Mr. Whitney, who is still in the city, 
in conyersation last night said he was 
confident the Conservatives would win in 
the bye-elections. 

It is now pretty generally understood 
that both Col. Gibson and Mr, Dryden 
will remain in the Cabinet, and constitu- 
encies are to be found for them. 

No Patron Protests.

In the administration of justico~we are 
taxed $34,000 8 year additional. A part 
of this is to be credited to the new political 
judgeships.
